Protesters rally against court decision 


Activists flock to City Hall 
in Hartford to decry ruling 
Friday by Supreme Court

Around 100 protesters gathered 
outside City Hall in Hartford on 
Monday to rally against the Supreme 
Court’s decision to overturn Roe v. 
Wade. 

Signs in hand, activists chanted in 
solidarity as they gathered to protest 
the ruling that effectively ended the 
Constitutional right to have an abor- 
tion. One sign read, “Bans Off Our 
Bodies” and another read “Ruth Sent 


Us” in reference to former Supreme 
Court Justice Ruth Bader Ginsburg, 
who died in 2020. 

The rally was organized by the 
Nonprofit Accountability Group, which 
includes a host of nonprofits through- 
out the state, including Workers’ 
Voice, BLM860, PowerUp CT, Kamo- 
ra’s Cultural Corner, 350 CT, Sunrise 
Connecticut, Sierra Club Connecti- 
cut Chapter, Quiet Corner Shouts and 
Resource Generation Connecticut. 

The Supreme Court turned the 
abortion issue over to the states in its 
opinion in Dobbs v. Jackson overturn- 
ing the landmark 1973 case on Friday. 
Since then, hundreds of protests have 
been held in the country, including in 
Connecticut. 


“Abortion is health care,” shouted 
Tenaya Taylor, executive director and 
founder of the Nonprofit Accountabil- 
ity Group, to the crowd that echoed it 
back. “Health care is a fundamental 
right. We’re here because we’re not 
going to be silent.” 

Other activists from the group also 
spoke and touched on many different 
issues surrounding race, police brutal- 
ity and economic inequality. 

“Tf we took care of the trans lives, the 
queer lives, the elderly lives, the home- 
less lives and those with mental health 
issues and the disabled we wouldn’t 
be here today,” said Keren Prescott, 
founder and CEO of PowerUp CT. “But 
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Abortion rights advocates marched through the center of

Battleground over 
abortion shifting to 
states’ ‘trigger laws’

NEW ORLEANS — The 
fall of Roe v. Wade shifted the 
battleground over abortion to 
courthouses around the coun- 
try Monday, as one side sought 
quickly to put statewide bans into 
effect and the other tried to stop or 
at least delay such measures. 

The U.S. Supreme Court’s deci- 
sion Friday to end constitutional 
protection for abortion opened 
the gates for a wave of litigation 
from all sides. 

Many of the court cases will 
focus on “trigger laws,” adopted 
in 13 states in anticipation of the 
ruling and designed to take effect 
swiftly. Lawsuits could also target 
old anti-abortion laws that were 
left on the books and went unen- 
forced under Roe. Newer abortion 
restrictions that were put on hold 
pending the Supreme Courtruling 
have also started to come back into 

lay. 

“We'll be back in court tomor- 
row and the next day and the next 
day,’ Nancy Northup, president 
and CEO of the Center for Repro- 
ductive Rights, which argued the 
case that resulted in the high court 
ruling, said Friday. 

Rulings came swiftly in Louisi- 
ana and Utah. 

A Utah judge Monday tempo- 
rarily blocked that state’s near-to- 
tal abortion ban, after Planned 
Parenthood challenged a trigger 
law there that contains narrow 
exceptions. In Louisiana on 
Monday, a judge in New Orleans, a 
liberal city in a conservative state, 
temporarily blocked enforcement 
of the state’s trigger-law ban on 
abortion, after abortion rights 
activists argued that it is unclear.

Solitary confinement, abortion, minimum wage, more addressed

New laws or provisions of existing 
laws will take effect Friday, including 
an expansion on who can perform 
abortions, certain protections for 
people who obtain abortions, an 
increase to the state minimum wage, 
and some prohibitions on the sale of 
catalytic converters. 

The following are summaries of 
some of the new measures that take 


effect July 1: 


Abortion 

In light of the leaked Supreme 
Court draft decision released in 
early May that would overturn Roe 
v. Wade (subsequently officially 
released with some minor modifica- 
tions last Friday), the state legislature 
passed a measure that expands who 
can provide aspiration abortions to 
include advanced practice registered 
nurses, nurse midwives and physician 


assistants. The new laws also autho- 
rize those providers to perform medi- 
cation abortions. 

In addition, a new law protects indi- 
viduals’ privacy by preventing the 
disclosure of medical information 
related to reproductive health that is 
legal in Connecticut. The law prohib- 
its the extradition to anti-abortion 
states of anyone who seeks, provides 
or assists others who seek reproduc-

She noted 
that many of them are new 
to protesting and organizing 
but feel empowered to take 
action.

July 8 hearing. 

At least one of the state’s 
three abortion clinics said it 
would resume performing 
procedures Tuesday. 

“We're going to do what 
we can,” said Kathaleen Pitt- 
man, administrator of Hope 
Medical Group for Women, 
in Shreveport. “It could all 
come to ascreeching halt.” 

Also Monday, abor- 
tion-rights advocates asked 
a Florida judge to block a 
new law there that bans the 
procedure after 15 weeks 
with some exceptions and 
is set to take effect this week. 
And a hearing was sched- 
uled for Monday afternoon 
in Utah, where Planned 
Parenthood challenged 
a trigger law there that 
contains narrow exceptions. 

The American Civil 
Liberties Union of Arizona 
and an abortion-rights 
group also filed an emer- 
gency motion there Satur- 
day seeking to block a 2021 
law they worry can be used 
to halt all abortions. 

In striking down Roe, the 
Supreme Court left it to the 
states to decide whether to

allow abortion. 

“The expectation is that 
this will result in years 
of legislative and judicial 
challenges,” said Jonathan 
Turley, a professor at the 
George Washington Univer- 
sity law school. 

As of Saturday, abor- 
tion services had stopped 
in at least 11 states — either 
because of state laws or 
confusion over them. 

In some cases, the 
lawsuits may only buy time. 
Even if courts block some 
restrictions from taking 
hold, lawmakers in many 
conservative states could 
move quickly to address any 
flaws cited. 

That’s likely to be the case 
in Louisiana. The plaintiffs 
in the lawsuit filed in state 
court don’t deny that the 
state can now ban abor- 
tion. Instead, they contend 
Louisiana now has multiple, 
conflicting trigger mecha- 
nisms in the law. 

They also argue that state 
law is unclear on whether 
it bans an abortion prior to 
a fertilized egg implanting 
in the uterus. And while the 
law provides an exception 
for “medically futile” preg- 
nancies in cases of fetuses 
with lethal abnormalities,

demographic in climate 
catastrophes — they have 
to protect and figure out 
how to feed and house their 
children when they lose 
their homes — and mothers 
— especially single moth- 
ers — often have the fewest 
resources.” 


the plaintiffs noted the law 
gives no definition of the 
term. 

Around the country, 
challenges to other trigger 
laws could be made on the 
grounds that the conditions 
to impose the bans have 
not been met, or that it was 
improper for a past legisla- 
ture to bind the current one. 

Now that the high court 
has ruled that the U.S. 
Constitution does not 
guarantee the right to an 
abortion, abortion-rights 
supporters will make the 
case that their state consti- 
tutions protect such a right. 

A judge heard arguments 
on that issue Monday 
in Florida, where attor- 
neys sought an emergency 
injunction to stop a new 
law from going into effect 
Friday. The ban beyond 15 
weeks has exceptions to 
save the pregnant woman’s 
life or prevent physical 
harm or in cases where the 
fetus has a fatal abnormal- 
ity. The ACLU of Florida has 
argued it violates the Florida 
Constitution. 

Still other cases could 
be filed as states try to 
sort out whether abortion 
bans in place before Roe 
was decided — sometimes 


Tuhus sporting a climate 
justice “Walk for Our Grand- 
children” shirt, spoke about 
her memories before Roe in 
the early 1970s to many of 
the younger protestors. 

“I was almost 25 when 
Roe was decided, so there 
were plenty of years when 


my friends and classmates 
were getting illegal, some- 
times dangerous and deadly 
abortions,” Tuhus said. “We 
won't go back!” 

Protestors came from all 
over the state with some 
even driving more than an 
hour to show their support. 

“It was important that I 
came to this,” said Claudia 
Allen, of Thompson. “I’m 
here to stand for all women 
so they can make their own 
decision about their own 
bodies. Many black and 
brown women and those 
who are underprivileged 
will die because of this. We 
need to make our voices 
heard.” 

Of the 26 states that have 
signaled a ban on abortion, 
13 have laws in place that are 
designed to be “triggered” 
and take effect automatically 
or by quick state action after 
the Roe ruling — Arkansas, 
Idaho, Kentucky, Louisiana,

Mississippi, Missouri, North 
Dakota, Oklahoma, South 
Dakota, Tennessee, Texas, 
Utah and Wyoming. 

In May, Gov. Ned Lamont 
signed Public Act 22-19, a 
first-in-the-nation law that 
protects medical providers 
and patients seeking abor- 
tion care in Connecticut who 
may be traveling from other 
states that have outlawed 
abortion. Additionally, the 
law expands abortion access 
in Connecticut by expand- 
ing the type of practitioners 
eligible to perform certain 
abortion-related care. 

“Reproductive rights 
will be protected here in 
Connecticut? Lamont said. 
“Roe may not be the law of 
the land but it will be the 
law in the state as long as 
I’m here.”

Abortion-rights support- 
ers are now trying to get 
a proposed state consti- 
tutional amendment on 
the ballot in November to 
protect abortion and birth 
control.

Hartford HealthCare aided Jamaica during 


Now the hospital 
and the country 
are deepening 
their partnership

HARTFORD — Keith 
Grant, senior system direc- 
tor for infection prevention 
at Hartford HealthCare, sees 
himself as a bridge to bring 
medical resources to his 
native Jamaica, but he says 
his work to expand the part- 
nership between the hospi- 
tal network and the island 
nation isn’t personal. 

“I was born in Jamaica, I 
was cultivated by Jamaica, 
I was taught by Jamaica. I 
grew up in America. I’ve 
been serving in the mili- 
tary for 16 years. I will bleed 
for this flag... but we’re 
clinicians, we know the 
data. From an infrastruc- 
ture perspective, I know I 
have resources that I can 
reach out to. They need it, 
I have access to and we can 
bridge it. That’s what we’re 
supposed to do. I think that’s 
our purpose,” he said. 

Hartford HealthCare 
has been able to donate 
medical equipment — set 
to be decommissioned — 
that is currently on its way 
to Jamaica, where it will 
support a new hospital being 
created in an underserved 
area in Jamaica. 

Grant talked about the 
background of how he was 
able to develop the program 
with the Jamaican consul- 
ate. The partnership began 
during the height of COVID- 
19, when Consul General, 
Alsion Wilson, O.D., reached 
out to Hartford HealthCare 
for tools that might help 
manage the virus and the 
hospital network responded, 
Grant said. 

“We built a process that 
would help manage it from 
a national perspective. 
We designed the toolkits 
for that, and that started 
the relationship,” includ- 
ing direct consultation on 
complicated cases, Grant 
said. “Additionally, we’ve 
added a number of phil- 
anthropic avenues and 
processes to help Jamaica 
to continue to develop 
their health care system. I 
think the most important 
thing is, as this has shown,

is to actually have partner- 
ships where people come 
in to learn more about our 
process.” 

Hartford HealthCare 
President and CEO Jeffrey 
A. Flaks said that there are 
plans to expand this part- 
nership in the near future 
by focusing on more train- 
ing opportunities. 

“There'll be more train- 
ing, there’s going to be some 
potential mission work, 
where some of our people 
go there to perform services 
and procedures,” Flaks said. 
“In Jamaica, we already 
are caring for people who 


have needed certain proce- 
dures, and select instances 
that are provided their care 
is being facilitated to come 
here. So the relationship is 
continuing to get deeper 
and continue to grow and 
evolve.” 

Flaks also said that there 
could be potential for the 
Consulate and Hartford 
HealthCare to work to help 
train more nurses, due to the 
staffing crisis that exists in 
certain nursing and other 
medical services. 

Hon. Dr. Christopher 
Tufton, Minister of Health 
and Wellness for the Jamai- 


can Contingency, cited the 
close relationship between 
Hartford HealthCare and 
Jamaica for his visit. Most 
importantly, he is on a 
mission in the US. of build- 
ing and strengthening rela- 
tionships. 

“Tm on a mission here in 
the U.S. visiting a number 
of states and a number of 
health systems to look at the 
post-COVID era to assess 
weaknesses, to build part- 
nerships, to strengthen the 
relationships,” he said. 

Tufton also said that he 
looks forward to the exist- 
ing partnership progressing 


in tangible ways. 

“Faculty exchange, 
through clinical rotation, 
through the use of technol- 
ogy, whether through simu- 
lation or hybrid model of 
training. Secondly, through 
the exchange of specialist 
skills to work in both desti- 
nations, so that all can be 
better,” he said. 

Consul General Alsion 
Wilson, O.D., said that since 
there is a large population 
of Jamaican residents in the 
state, itis important for them 
to have an alliance with 
Hartford HealthCare. 

“We all know that we have 


a very large body of diaspo- 
rans that resides in the state 
of Connecticut, It’s very, very 
important for us to formu- 
late an alliance with an insti- 
tution, such as Hartford 
HealthCare, so that we can 
work collectively together 
to build on some of the 
issues, resolve some issues 
that we’re seeing locally 
in Jamaica, in the health 
sector,’ Wilson said. “We 
hope that very soon in short 
order, we'll have an MOU 
[memorandum of under- 
standing] in place between 
the Ministry of Health and 
Hartford Hospital,” she said.

of resources on campus that 
will help us navigate the NIL 
landscape, as we endeavor to 
provide our student-athletes 
with the necessary knowl- 
edge and tools to succeed in 
this space,” UConn director 
of athletics David Benedict 
said. “I want to thank David 
Noble and the Werth Insti- 
tute faculty for their exper- 
tise and willingness to assist 
our student-athletes in 
monetizing their NIL. The 
skills they will learn from 
the programming available 
at the Werth Institute will 
serve them extremely well 


in both the short term and 
the long term.” 

The Werth Institute and 
the athletic department have 
partnered to create Champi- 
onship Labs. This subdivi- 
sion will “provide support in 
creating a personal brand- 
ing plan, mentoring through 
brand development, early- 
stage business coaching, 
and assistance with finan- 
cial planning and evaluating 
brand partnership offers.” 

“Name, Image, and Like- 
ness provides student-ath- 
letes with an accessible 
means to entrepreneurial 
behaviors that will evolve 
over time,” UConn associate 
professor and director of the 
Werth Institute David Noble 


said. “UConn’s Werth Insti- 
tute will provide the high- 
est level of creative support, 
start-up structuring and 
mentorship for student-ath- 
letes while creating oppor- 
tunities for many students 
to further enhance their 
skill set for careers in social 
media, content creation and 
entrepreneurship.” 
Butikofer, who served 
as director of athletics at 
Southern Utah (2015-17) and 
deputy director of athletics 
at Purdue (2017-20) and 
Washington (2020-22), will 
have a direct hand in these 
new initiatives as the inter- 
nal NIL contact for athletes, 
coaches and staff. He will 
assist athletes with further 


education and oversee part- 
nerships with the Werth 
Institute, Opendorse, Lear- 
field and potential collec- 
tives. 

The partnerships with 
Learfield and NIL collec- 
tives are also new. Lear- 
field, the multimedia rights 
holder for UConn athletics, 
will combine with Open- 
dorse to form a branded 
marketplace in which 
athletes can identify NIL 
opportunities more easily. 

NIL collectives, which 
are when supporters of a 
school’s athletic depart- 
ment generate funds to 
help create NIL programs 
for athletes through a wide 
range of activities, have been 


sweeping across college 
athletics over the past year. 
UConn stated in a release 
that the athletic department 
has been working to explore 
and identify such collec- 
tives that align with the best 
interest of student-athletes. 
This includes the recently 
founded D’Amelio Huskies 
Collective, in which Marc 
D’Amelio, a 1991 graduate, 
will help provide opportu- 
nities and personal brand- 
ing expertise to athletes. 
There is additional interest 
from UConn supporters for 
collectives, according to the 
athletic department. 

All ofthese NIL resources 
willbe enhanced by the fact 
that the Connecticut state 


legislature recently passed a 
bill allowing college athletes 
to use institutional marks in 
NIL deals, in accordance 
with policies dictated by 
each respective institution. 
UConn has been finalizing 
such policies ahead of the 
law going into effect on July 
IE 

Over the past year, inter- 
national athletes have 
been restricted in the NIL 
space based on their visa 
category. In addition to 
the announced resources, 
UConn will also work with 
the International Student 
& Scholar Services to assist 
international athletes so that 
they get the same opportu- 
nities as domestic athletes.

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tive health care that is legal 
in Connecticut. 

Finally, the law enables 
individuals to recover costs 
incurred defending an 
out-of-state action based 
on reproductive health care 
services that are legal in the 
state. 


Minimum wage increase 

Following a state law that 
passed in 2019, the mini- 
mum wage in the state is set 
to increase to $14 an hour. 
It’s the fourth increase 
since 2019, when the mini- 
mum wage was $10.10 an 
hour. 

The minimum wage 
under the law signed by 
Gov. Ned Lamont three 
years ago will increase one 
more time, to $15 an hour 
on July 1, 2023. Further 
increases will be automatic 
starting in 2024 and will 
be tied to an index calcu- 
lated by the U.S. Depart- 
ment of Labor. Critics of 
the measure say it’s unduly 
burdensome on businesses, 
particularly smaller ones. 
With a tightening pool of 
labor, employers have also 
been paying workers at 
rates higher than the mini- 
mum wage. 


School-based children’s 
health measures 


The legislature passed 
several sweeping laws 
to increase access and 
resources for children’s 
mental health services. 
Among the provisions that 
take effect is that the state 
Department of Education, 
over the next three years, 
will provide grants to boards 
of education to hire and 
retain more school social 
workers, school psychol- 
ogists, school counselors, 
marriage and family thera- 
pists and nurses. 

Further, the state educa- 
tion department must, by 
Sept. 1, 2023, develop for 
school boards a truancy 
intervention model that 
takes into account mental 
and behavioral health. Also 
by Sept. 1, 2023, the educa- 
tion department, along with 
the Department of Children 
and Families, must issue best 
practice guidance to school 
boards relating to interven- 
tion in certain behavioral 
health situations and when 
it’s appropriate to contact 
the 2-1-1 program or use 
alternative interventions. 

Starting Friday, clasoom 
teachers of record may 
request a behavior inter- 
vention meeting with the 
school’s crisis interven- 
tion team for any student 


“whose behavior has 
caused a serious disrup- 
tion to the instruction of 
other students, or caused 
self-harm or physical harm 
to such teacher or another 
student or staff member in 
such teacher’s classroom.” 
The crisis intervention team 
must then convene a behav- 
ior intervention meeting 
concerning that student 
to identify resources and 
supports to address the 
student’s social, emotional 
and instructional needs. 


Law enforcement body and 
dashboard cameras 

A provision of the state’s 
Police Accountability Act 
that went into effect in 2020, 
and takes effect Friday, 
expands the use of police 
body cameras and dash- 
board cameras. State law 
already requires state police, 
municipal police depart- 
ments that have received 
reimbursement for body 
camera purchases under the 
state’s grant program and 
college police in the course 
of their duties to use body 
cameras. 

The measure that starts 
Friday requires all sworn 
members of law enforce- 
ment units and members 
of those units who perform 
police duties to wear body 
cameras. In addition, the act 


requires each law enforce- 
ment unit to use dashboard 
cameras in each police 
patrol vehicle. The law also 
contains provisions that, 
among other things, prohib- 
its editing, erasing, shar- 
ing, altering or distributing 
camera recordings or data 
except as required by law. 


Employee protections 

A new law provides 
protections to employ- 
ees who refuse to attend 
employers’ meetings where 
employees are asked to listen 
to speeches or view commu- 
nications concerning reli- 
gious or political matters, 
including on whether to 
join or support unions. The 
law provides exceptions for 
employers to communicate 
information required by law 
or that the employees need 
to perform their jobs. 

A portion of the state’s 
existing Family and Medical 
Leave Act also takes effect 
Friday requiring employers 
to provide their employees 
notice of their rights under 
the FMLA. For example, 
employers must notify their 
employees at the time of 
their hiring, and every year 
thereafter, about employees’ 
right to family and medical 
leave and family violence 
leave and the terms under 
which the leave may be 


used. The employer must 
also notify employees that 
retaliation is prohibited for 
applying for or using family 
and medical leave. Employ- 
ers must also tell employ- 
ees that they may file a 
complaint with the Depart- 
ment of Labor. 


Catalytic converters 

A rash of catalytic 
converter thefts in the state 
and nationwide led the legis- 
lature to change the existing 
law to prohibit anyone other 
than amotorvehicle recycler 
or motor vehicle repair shop 
from selling more than one 
converter to a scrap metal 
processor, junk dealer or 
junkyard owner or operator 
in a day. The provision also 
establishes recordkeeping 
requirements for motor vehi- 
cle recyclers. 


Solitary confinement 

A new law limits the 
amount of time and circum- 
stances that an incarcerated 
person may be held in soli- 
tary confinement. Under 
the law, the Department 
of Correction is prevented 
from holding minors in soli- 
tary confinement altogether. 
Further, the law requires that 
incarcerated people in soli- 
tary confinement be allowed 
out of their cells for four 
hours per day. The amount 


of time increases to four- 
and-a-half hours per day 
starting Oct. 1, and increases 
again to five hours per day 
on April 1, 2023. The law 
also requires that any use of 
solitary confinement keep 
the least restrictive environ- 
ment necessary for the safety 
of incarcerated individuals, 
staff and facility security. 


School indoor air quality 

The state budget includes 
$150 million — $75 million 
from American Rescue 
Plan funds and $75 million 
in bonding — to reimburse 
school boards for the cost 
of installing, replacing or 
upgrading the HVAC systems 
or other air quality improve- 
ments in schools. 

The law also requires 
school boards to conduct 
a uniform inspection and 
evaluation of the HVAC 
system in each of their 
school buildings every five 
years and take any necessary 
corrective actions. 


Increased mandatory 
reporting 

Anew law expands the list 
of mandatory reporters to 
include paid youth camp staff 
ages 21and older and requires 
school boards every year to 
distribute electronically the 
board’s mandated reporter 
policy to all school employees.

Zelenskyy says over 
1,000 inside during 
Russia missile attack

SLOVIANSK, Ukraine — 
Russian long-range bomb- 
ers fired a missile that struck 
a crowded shopping mall 
in Ukraine’s central city of 
Kremenchuk on Monday, 
raising fears of what Presi- 
dent Volodymyr Zelenskyy 
called an “unimaginable” 
number of victims in “one of 
the most disastrous terrorist 
attacks in European history.” 

Zelenskky said more than 
1,000 civilians were inside 
the mall, with many manag- 
ing to escape. 

Images from the scene 
showed giant plumes of 
black smoke, dust and 
orange flames, with emer- 
gency crews rushing in to 
search broken metal and 
concrete for victims and put 
out fires. Onlookers watched 
in distress. 

The casualty figures were 
difficult to determine as 
rescuers searched the smol- 
dering rubble. The regional 
governor, Dmytro Lunin, 
said at least 13 people were 
dead and more than 40 
wounded. 

Zelenskyy said the mall 
presented “no threat to the 
Russian army” and had “no 
strategic value” 

He accused Russia 
of sabotaging “people’s 
attempts to livea normal life, 
which make the occupiers 
so angry.” 

In his nightly address, 
he said it appeared Russian 
forces had intentionally 
targeted the shopping center 
and added, “Today’s Russian 
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Rescuers sift through a mall after a Russian missile attack Monday in the eastern Ukrainian city of Kremenchuk. UKRAINE’S STATE EMERGENCY SERVICE/AFP 


strike at a shopping mall in 
Kremenchuk is one of the 
most disastrous terrorist 
attacks in European history.” 

Russian Tu-22M3 long- 
range bombers flying over 
Russia’s western Kursk 
region fired the missile 
that hit the shopping 
center, as well as another 
that hit a sports arena in 
Kremenchuk, according to 
Ukrainian officials. 

The Russian strike carried 
echoes of attacks earlier in 
the war that caused large 
numbers of civilian casual- 
ties — such as one in March 
ona Mariupol theater where 
many civilians had holed up, 
killing an estimated 600, and 
another in April on a train 
station in eastern Kram- 
atorsk that left at least 59 
people dead. 

“Russia continues to take 


out its impotence on ordi- 
nary civilians. It is useless 
to hope for decency and 
humanity on its part,” Zelen- 
skyy said. 

Kremenchuk Mayor 
Vitaliy Maletskiy wrote on 
Facebook that the attack 
“hit a very crowded area, 
which is 100% certain not to 
have any links to the armed 
forces.” 

The United Nations called 
the strike “deplorable,” 
stressing that civilian infra- 
structure “should never ever 
be targeted,” U.N. spokes- 
man Stephane Dujarric said. 

The attack happened as 
Russia was mounting an 
all-out assault on the last 
Ukrainian stronghold in 
eastern Ukraine’s Luhansk 
province, “pouring fire” on 
the city of Lysychansk from 
the ground and air, accord- 


ing to the local governor. 
At least eight people were 
killed and more than 20 
wounded in Lysychansk 
when Russian rockets hit an 
area where a crowd gath- 
ered to obtain water from a 
tank, Luhansk Gov. Serhiy 
Haidai said. 

The eastern barrage was 
part of Russian forces’ inten- 
sified offensive aimed at 
wresting the eastern Donbas 
region from Ukraine. Over 
the weekend, the Russian 
military and their local sepa- 
ratist allies forced Ukrainian 
government troops out of 
Lysychansk’s neighboring 
city, Sievierodonetsk. 

To the west of Lysy- 
chansk on Monday, the 
mayor of the city of Slovi- 
ansk — potentially the next 
major battleground — said 
Russian forces fired cluster 


munitions, including one 
that hit a residential neigh- 
borhood. Authorities said 
the number of victims had 
yet to be confirmed. 

The Associated Press saw 
one fatality: A man’s body 
lay hunched over a car door 
frame, his blood pooling 
onto the ground from chest 
and head wounds. The blast 
blew out most windows in 
the surrounding apartment 
blocks and the cars parked 
below, littering the ground 
with broken glass. 

“Everything is now 
destroyed,” said resident 
Valentina Vitkovska, in tears 
as she spoke about the blast. 
“We are the only people 
left living in this part of the 
building. There is no power. 
Ican’t even call to tell others 
what had happened to us.” 

Russian forces contin- 


ued to target the key south- 
ern Black Sea port of Odesa. 
A missile attack destroyed 
residential buildings and 
wounded six people, 
Ukrainian authorities said. 

In Lysychansk, at least 
five high-rise buildings 
and the last road bridge 
were damaged over the 
past day, Haidai said. The 
city’s prewar population of 
100,000 has dwindled to 
fewer than 10,000. 

Analysts say that Lysy- 
chansk’s location high on 
the banks of the Siverskiy 
Donets River gives a major 
advantage to Ukrainian 
defenders. 

“It’s a very hard nut to 
crack. The Russians could 
spend many months and 
much effort storming 
Lysychansk,” said military 
analyst Oleh Zhdanov. 


Football coach scores a 
legal win in prayer case 


Court OKs worship 
on field after games 
by public schools

WASHINGTON — The 
Supreme Court said Monday 
that a high school football 
coach who sought to kneel 
and pray on the field after 
games was protected by the 
Constitution, a decision that 
opponents said would open 
the door to “much more 
coercive prayer” in public 
schools. 

The court ruled 6-3 for 
the coach with the court’s 
conservative justices in the 
majority and its liberals in 
dissent. The case was the 
latest in a line of rulings for 
religious plaintiffs. 

The case forced the 
justices to wrestle with how 
to balance the religious and 
free speech rights of teach- 
ers and coaches with the 
rights of students not to 
feel pressured into partic- 
ipating in religious prac- 
tices. The liberal justices in 
the minority said there was 
evidence that Bremerton 
(Washington) High School 
coach Joseph Kennedy’s 
prayers at the 50-yard-line 
had a coercive effect on 
students and allowed him 
to incorporate his “personal 


religious beliefs into aschool 
event.” 

Dissenting Justice Sonia 
Sotomayor wrote that the 
decision “sets us further 
down a perilous path in forc- 
ing states to entangle them- 
selves with religion.” 

But the justices in the 
majority emphasized that 
the coach’s prayer came 
after the game was over and 
at a time when he wasn’t 
responsible for students and 
was free to do other things. 

“The Constitution and the 
best of our traditions coun- 
sel mutual respect and toler- 
ance, not censorship and 
suppression, for religious 
and nonreligious views 
alike,”’ Justice Neil Gorsuch 
wrote for the majority. 

Gorsuch noted that the 
coach “prayed during a 
period when school employ- 
ees were free to speak witha 
friend, call for a reservation 
at a restaurant, check email, 
or attend to other personal 
matters” and “while his 
students were otherwise 
occupied.” 

It would be wrong to treat 
everything public school 
teachers and coaches say 
and do as speech subject 
to government control, he 
wrote. If that were the case, 
“a school could fire a Muslim 
teacher for wearing a head- 
scarf in the classroom or 
prohibit a Christian aide 


from praying quietly over 
her lunch in the cafeteria,” 
he wrote. 

He closed by writing 
that: “Respect for religious 
expressions is indispensable 
to life in a free and diverse 
Republic—whether those 
expressions take place in 
a sanctuary or on a field, 
and whether they manifest 
through the spoken word or 
a bowed head.” 

The decision continues a 
pattern in which the court 
has ruled in favor of religious 
plaintiffs. 

Last week the court ruled 
that Maine can’t exclude 
religious schools from a 
program that offers tuition 
aid for private education, a 
decision that could ease reli- 
gious organizations’ access 
to taxpayer money. 

In dissent, Sotomayor 
wrote Monday that players 
“recognize that gaining the 
coach’s approval may pay 
dividends small and large, 
from extra playing time to 
a stronger letter of recom- 
mendation to additional 
support in college athletic 
recruiting.” And she said 
“some students reported 
joining Kennedy’s prayer 
because they felt social pres- 
sure to follow their coach 
and teammates.” 

Sotomayor was joined 
in her dissent by Justice

Elena Kagan. 

The coach and his attor- 
neys at First Liberty Insti- 
tute, a Christian legal group, 
were among those cheering 
the decision. 

Paul Clement, the attor- 
ney who argued the case on 
behalf of coach Kennedy, 
said in a statement that the 
decision would allow the 
coach “to finally return 
to the place he belongs 
— coaching football and 
quietly praying by himself 
after the game.” 

Lawyers for the school 
district noted that Kennedy 
has moved to Florida and 
said it was unclear if he 


intends to move back across 
the country to Washington 
state, where he had previ- 
ously been a football coach 
at Bremerton High School. 
Kennedy started coach- 
ing at the school in 2008 
and initially prayed alone on 
the 50-yard line at the end 
of games. Students started 
joining him, and over time 
he began to deliver a short, 
inspirational talk with reli- 
gious references. Kennedy 
did that for years and also 
led students in locker room 
prayers. The school district 
learned what he was doing 
in 2015 and asked him to 
stop out of concerns the 


district could be sued for 
violating students’ religious 
freedom rights. 

Kennedy stopped lead- 
ing students in prayer in 
the locker room and on the 
field but wanted to continue 
kneeling and praying on the 
field himself after games. 
The school asked him not 
to do so while still “on 
duty” as a coach after the 
game. When he continued, 
the school put him on paid 
leave. The head coach of the 
varsity team later recom- 
mended he not be rehired 
because, among other 
things, he failed to follow 
district policy.

Jan. 6 panel calls last-minute hearing Tuesday

WASHINGTON — The 
House Jan. 6 panel is call- 
ing a surprise hearing Tues- 
day to present evidence it 
says it recently obtained, 
raising expectations of new 
bombshells in the sweeping 
investigation into the Capi- 
tol insurrection. 

The hearing comes after 
Congress left Washing- 
ton for a two-week recess. 
Lawmakers on the panel 


investigating the Jan. 6, 
2021, insurrection said last 
week that there would be no 
more hearings until July. 

The subject of the hear- 
ings is unclear. 

The committee’s inves- 
tigation has been ongoing 
during the hearings that 
started three weeks ago, 
and the nine-member panel 
has continued to probe 
the attack by supporters 
of then-President Donald 
Trump. Among other 
investigative evidence, 
the committee recently 


obtained new footage of 
Trump and his inner circle 
taken both before and after 
Jan. 6, 2021, from British 
filmmaker Alex Holder. 
Holder said last week 
that he had complied witha 
congressional subpoena to 
turn over all of the footage 
he shot in the final weeks 
of Trump’s 2020 reelection 
campaign, including exclu- 
sive interviews with Trump, 
his children and then-Vice 
President Mike Pence while 
on the campaign trail. The 
footage includes material 


from before the insurrection 
and afterward. 

It is uncertain if Hold- 
er’s footage is the subject of 
the hearing Tuesday, or if 
Holder will be there. 

Rep. Bennie Thompson, 
the panel’s Democratic 
chairman, told reporters 
last week that the commit- 
tee was in possession of the 
footage and needed more 
time to go through the hours 
of video Holder had turned 
over.

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Ex-Minneapolis cop 
who killed 911 caller 
released from prison

MINNEAPOLIS — A 
former Minneapolis police 
officer who fatally shot 
an unarmed woman who 
called 911 to report a possi- 
ble sexual assault in the 
alley behind her home was 
released from prison on 
parole Monday, months 
after his murder convic- 
tion was overturned and he 
was resentenced on a lesser 
charge. 

The Minnesota Depart- 
ment of Corrections website 
said Mohamed Noor, 36, was 
placed under the supervi- 
sion of Hennepin County 
Community Corrections. He 
was freed 18 days shy of the 
fifth anniversary of the July 
15, 2017, fatal shooting of 
Justine Ruszczyk Damond, 
a 40-year-old dual U.S.-Aus- 
tralian citizen and yoga 
teacher who was engaged 
to be married. 

Corrections Depart- 
ment spokesman Nicho- 
las Kimball confirmed that 
Noor was released Monday. 
He said he couldn’t confirm 
where Noor will be living, 
but that released offenders 
are generally supervised by 
the county where they live. 
He said Noor was held in 
North Dakota for most of his 
sentence and had no disci- 
plinary issues in prison. 

Noor was _ initially 
convicted of third-degree 
murder and manslaughter, 
but last year the Minnesota 
Supreme Court tossed out 
his murder conviction and 
12 4-year sentence, saying 
that charge didn’t apply 
to the case. He was resen- 
tenced to four years and nine 
months on the manslaugh- 
ter charge. 

In Minnesota, it’s 
presumed that a defen- 
dant with good behavior 
will serve two-thirds of a 
sentence in prison and the 
rest on parole. Noor will be 
on supervised release until 


Jan. 24, 2024. 

Damond’s stepmother, 
Maryan Heffernan, said ina 
phone interview Friday that 
the timing of Noor’s release 
—soclose to the anniversary 
of Damond’s death — was 
painful. 

“We're very disappointed. 
But we’re not surprised. 
We've been watching events 
in Minneapolis from miles 
away and we’re still bewil- 
dered about the charge 
being dropped and we’re 
still bewildered about the 
culture of the Minneapolis 
Police Department,” Heffer- 
nan said. 


Vaccine mandate: In a 
reversal for President Joe 
Biden, a federal appeals 
court in New Orleans on 
Monday agreed to recon- 
sider its own April ruling 
that allowed the adminis- 
tration to require federal 
employees to be vaccinated 
against COVID-19. 

The new order from the 
5th U.S. Circuit Court of 
Appeals in New Orleans 
vacates an earlier ruling 
by a three-judge panel that 
upheld the mandate. The 
new order means a block 
on the mandate imposed in 
January by a Texas-based 
federal judge remains in 
effect, while the full court’s 
17 judges take up the appeal. 

Biden had issued an order 
Sept. 9 requiring that more 
than 3.5 million federal 
executive branch workers 
undergo vaccination, with 
no option to get regularly 
tested instead, unless they 
secured approved medical 
or religious exemptions. 

US. District Judge Jeffrey 
Brown, who was appointed 
to the District Court for the 
Southern District of Texas 
by then-President Donald 
Trump, issued a nation- 
wide injunction against the 
requirement in January.

workers were already vacci- 
nated. 

Brown’s ruling was 
followed by back-and-forth 
rulings at the 5th Circuit. 

In February, a 5th Circuit 
panel refused to block 
Brown’s ruling pending 
appeal. 

But after hearing argu- 
ments in March, a different 
panel ruled 2-1 that Brown 
did not have jurisdiction in 
the case. 

The panel said those chal- 
lenging the requirement 
could have pursued admin- 
istrative remedies under 
Civil Service law.

Matapour is being held 
on suspicion of murder and 
attempted murder, accord- 
ing to an Oslo District Court 
ruling.

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In France, far right on center stage 


Le Pen’s party makes 
a big splash deeper 
into the mainstream

PARIS — In 2017, after 
far-right leader Marine Le 
Pen and her allies won only 
a handful of seats in parlia- 
mentary elections, she 
blamed France’s two-round 
voting system for shutting 
her party out of Parliament 
despite getting more than 
1 million ballots cast in its 
favor. 

“We are eight,” she said 
bitterly, referring to the 
seats won by her party in 
the National Assembly, the 
lower and more powerful 
house of Parliament. “In my 
opinion we are worth 80.” 

Fast-forward to last 
week’s parliamentary elec- 
tions. The voting system 
hasn’t changed, but with 89 
newly elected lawmakers — 
an all-time record for her 
party, currently known as 
the National Rally — Le Pen 
is now beaming. 

She hugged her new 
colleagues, kissing cheeks 
left and right, before lead- 
ing them into the National 
Assembly and posing for a 
group picture. 

“You'll see that we are 
going to get a lot of work 
done, with great compe- 
tence, with seriousness,” 
Le Pen told a scrum of tele- 
vision cameras and micro- 
phones. In contrast with 
“what you usually say about 
us,” she pointedly told the 
gathered reporters. 

For decades, dogged by 
its unsavory past and doubts 
over its ability to effectively 
govern, the French far right 
failed to make much head- 
way in local and national 
elections even as it captured 
the anger of France’s disillu- 
sioned and dissatisfied. Most 
recently, President Emman- 
uel Macron defeated Le Pen 
in April’s presidential race. 

But the National Rally 
surged spectacularly in 
the parliamentary election

June 19, capping Le Pen’s 
yearslong quest for respect- 
ability as she tries to sanitize 
her party’s image, project an 
air of competence, and puta 
softer face on her resolutely 
nationalist and anti-immi- 
grant platform. 

Fueled by anger against 
Macron and enabled by the 
collapse of the “republi- 
can front” that mainstream 
parties and voters tradi- 
tionally erected against the 
far right, the results came 
as a Shock even within the 
National Rally’s own ranks. 

“I would be lying if 
I told you that I wasn’t 
surprised,” said Philippe 
Olivier, Le Pen’s brother- 
in-law and special adviser, 
who described the 89 seats 
secured by the party in the 
577-seat National Assembly 
as “a tidal wave.” 

The National Rally isnow 
the second-largest party in 
Parliament behind that of 
Macron, who lost his abso- 
lute majority and is now 
struggling to cobble together 


enough lawmakers to pass 
his bills, potentially forcing 
him to work with a reinvig- 
orated opposition. 

In an interview with 
the news agency Agence 
France-Presse on Saturday, 
Macron said he had asked 
Prime Minister Elisabeth 
Borne to consult with parlia- 
mentary groups to form “a 
new government of action” 
that will be named early next 
month. 

He added that the new 
government could include 
representatives from across 
the political landscape, with 
the exception of the hard- 
left party France Unbowed 
and Le Pen’s party, which he 
said he did not consider to 
be “parties of government.” 

The National Rally does 
not have enough lawmak- 
ers to push through its own 
bills and will struggle to find 
allies in Parliament. But 
thanks to increased public 
funding based on its election 
results, the haul of seats is a 
financial boon for the heav- 


ily indebted party. 

Crucially, for the first 
time since the 1980s, it 
has enough seats to form a 
parliamentary group — the 
only way to get leverage in 
the lower house. 

National Rally lawmak- 
ers can now bring a no-con- 
fidence vote, ask for a law to 
be reviewed by the Constitu- 
tional Council, create special 
investigative committees, fill 
top parliamentary jobs, and 
use a new wealth of speaking 
time and amending power to 
push and prod the govern- 
ment and slow or block the 
legislative process. 

“During the previous 
term, there was a two-day 
debate on immigration,” 
Olivier recalled. “We had 
five minutes of speaking 
time!” 

Le Pen has said that her 
party will ask for posi- 
tions that are tradition- 
ally allocated to opposition 
groups, including the vice 
presidency of the National 
Assembly and the leader- 


ship of the finance commit- 
tee, which oversees the state 
budget. 

Analysts say this estab- 
lished presence in Parlia- 
ment could further anchor 
the far right in France’s 
political landscape, provid- 
ing an invaluable launching 
pad for future elections. 

“I think Marine Le Pen 
understands that this is 
really the final test,” said 
Jean-Yves Camus, co-di- 
rector of the Observatory 
of Radical Politics at the 
Jean-Jaures Foundation, a 
progressive research insti- 
tute. 

Many voters, even those 
who might agree with her 
proposals, still question her 
party’s capabilities, Camus 
noted. 

Le Pen has engaged in a 
long and deliberate strategy 
to “undemonize” her party 
and widen her electorate. 
Since her defeat by Macron 
in 2017, she has tried to 
rebrand her party away from 
its extremist roots. 


Many of the new far-right 
lawmakers came to poli- 
tics during this makeover 
era and learned the ropes 
as local council members 
or parliamentary assistants 
who tried to project rigor- 
ousness and break with 
the excesses of some of the 
party’s longtime lieutenants, 
who were often associated 
with antisemitism and xeno- 
phobia. 

“A bit of new blood and 
some new faces won’t 
hurt,” Bryan Masson, 25, 
who captured a seat in the 
Alpes-Maritimes area of 
southern France, told BFM 
TV last week. 

Le Pen also has dropped 
ideas that alienated main- 
stream voters, such as a 
proposal to leave the euro- 
zone, which helped her 
to get 41.5% of the vote in 
April’s presidential election, 
an eight-point increase from 
2017. 

That was not enough to 
defeat Macron, who called 
for a “republican front,’ a 
longtime strategy in which 
mainstream voters put 
political differences aside to 
support anyone but the far 
right in runoff votes. 

That front has weakened 
inrecent years, and last week 
itappeared to collapse, amid 
the growing polarization in 
French politics around three 
strongly opposed blocs — 
Macron’s broad, pro-global- 
ization center, the far right 
and the hard left of Jean-Luc 
Melenchon’s party, France 
Unbowed. 

The National Rally’s new 
presence in Parliament 
is a double-edged sword, 
analysts say. 

Le Pen has to manage 
a delicate balancing act 
that entails “being almost 
completely normalized 
while remaining transgres- 
sive,” Camus said, as the 
party fully joins a political 
system it had long castigated 
as inefficient and corrupt. 

“What brought voters to 
the National Rally was that 
they were an anti-establish- 
ment party,” he added. 

Now, they are at the estab- 
lishment’s heart.

South Africa is mystified by 
deaths of teens at nightclub

CAPE TOWN, South 
Africa — South African 
authorities were seeking 
answers Monday, a day 
after 21 underage teenag- 
ers partying after the end 
of school exams died in a 
mysterious incident at a 
nightclub. 

The bodies of many of 
the victims — the youngest 
a 13-year-old girl — were 
discovered by police lying 
on tables, slumped in chairs 
and couches, and sprawled 
on the dance floor of the 
club in the early hours of 
Sunday. 

“They died as they 
danced,” Police Minis- 
ter Bheki Cele said. “They 
dance, fall and die. Liter- 
ally” 

“Others would just feel 
dizzy, sleep on the sofa, 
(and) die. It tells you the 
story that they were all kids 
because somebody should 
have taken note.” 

Speculation has swirled 
over the cause of the trag- 
edy, starting with a stam- 
pede — that has now been 
ruled out — toa possible gas 
leak. 

Police said they were 
called to the Enyobeni 


Tavern in the city of East 
London in Eastern Cape 
province at around 4 a.m. 
Sunday after receiving a 
report that there were “life- 
less bodies” there. 

Officers responding to 
the call walked in ona grim 
scene: 17 of the teenag- 
ers were found dead in the 
nightclub. Two more died 
at alocal clinic, one died on 
the way to another hospi- 
tal and one at that hospital. 
Their ages were between 13 
and 17, police said. 

Police spokeswoman Col. 
Athlenda Mathe said an 
investigation was ongoing 
and no cause of death had 
been established. 

But Cele said forensic 
samples were being sent 
to an advanced toxicology 
laboratory in Cape Town, 
indicating that police were 
looking at the possibility 
that ingested poison or a 
toxin was involved. 

But Cele cautioned that 
the toxicology tests might 
take “a lot of time” 

Provincial safety official 
Unathi Bingose told the 
Daily Maverick newspaper 
that the victims may have 
ingested a toxic substance 
through alcohol they were 
drinking or through hookah 
pipes, which were being 


smoked at the party. Initial 
reports speculated that 
the victims — 12 boys and 
nine girls — may have died 
in a crush because of over- 
crowding at the party, but 
authorities found no visi- 
ble signs of injuries on the 
bodies and police have now 
ruled that out. 

The teenagers were 
reportedly celebrating the 
end of midyear exams, a 
local DJ’s birthday and the 
relaxing of some of the last 
COVID-19 restrictions in 
South Africa, which was 
announced earlier in the 
week. 

Parents were asked to 
come to a mortuary to 
identify their children. The 
Eastern Cape health depart- 
ment said there were survi- 
vors being treated in the 
hospital for backache, tight 
chests, vomiting and head- 
aches. 

Police Minister Cele said 
the teenagers died between 
2a.m.and 4.30 a.m. Sunday. 

It’s illegal for anyone 
under 18 to consume or buy 
alcohol in South Africa, and 
the Eastern Cape Liquor 
Board said it was revok- 
ing the nightclub’s liquor 
license and would pursue 
criminal charges against the 
club’s license holder. 


FDA panel debates whether 
to update vaccines in the fall

WASHINGTON — A 
panel of independent 
experts advising the Food 
and Drug Administration 
is poised to recommend 
Tuesday whether to update 
existing COVID-19 vaccines 
to target a newer version of 
the coronavirus ina booster 
shot that Americans could 
get in the fall. 

The federal govern- 
ment is hoping to improve 
the vaccine to better boost 
people’s immunity before 
a likely resurgence of the 
virus this winter. But in 
order to move that quickly, 
it may need to abandon the 
lengthy human trials that 
have been used to test coro- 
navirus vaccines over the 
past two years in favor of 
a faster process that relies 
more on laboratory tests 
and animal trials. 

The most recent trials 
with volunteers have taken 
five months, even using 
relatively small groups. 
But the virus is evolving so 
quickly that new formula- 
tions are out of date before 
such trials are even finished. 

Pfizer and Moderna 
have been studying an 
updated vaccine that 
targets the omicron vari- 
ant that became dominant 
last winter. Both compa- 
nies took a financial risk 
and started manufactur- 
ing doses, betting that the 
government would pick it 
to be the fall booster. 

But omicron was over- 
taken by a succession of 
subvariants starting nearly 
three months ago, and many 
scientists argue that it is a 
bygone threat. 

“Omicron is clearly in 
the rearview mirror,’ said 
Dr. Peter Hotez, a vaccine 
expert with Baylor College 
of Medicine. A booster that 
targets omicron makes 
no sense, he said, unless 
it also works against the 
latest subvariants, adding, 
“I haven’t seen evidence of 
that.”

the FDA will ask the panel 
whether a retooled vaccine 
should aim at a version of 
the virus in the omicron 
family. That would leave 
it to federal regulators to 
decide which formulation 
to use in the fall. 

Scientists initially had 
high hopes for a so-called 
bivalent vaccine that 
would combine the exist- 
ing formulation with one 
that targeted omicron 
itself. Clinical trial results 
released this month by 
Moderna and Pfizer, with 
its partner BioNTech, 
found that it triggered 
higher levels of antibodies 
against omicron than exist- 
ing vaccines do. 

But while the compa- 
nies heralded the findings, 
outside scientists were not 
impressed by the less-than- 
twofold increase. Dr. Dan 
H. Barouch, a virus expert 
at Beth Israel Deaconess 
Medical Center in Boston, 
described it as “relatively 
modest.” And the FDA, ina 
new briefing document for 
the advisory committee, 
said that a bivalent targeting 
omicron is “already some- 
what outdated.” 

Federal health officials 
may instead push for a 
bivalent vaccine that would 
target BA.4 and BA.5, two 
subvariants of omicron. 
They now account for more 
than one-third of the infec- 
tions in the U.S. and might 


be more akin to whatever 
incarnation of the virus is 
circulating in the fall. 

But a bivalent that targets 
those subvariants would 
also be problematic. 

Neither Pfizer nor 
Moderna has concen- 
trated on developing one, 
and no one knows how 
well it would work. At this 
late point in the year, using 
human trials to test such 
a vaccine, followed by the 
two months that would 
be required to manufac- 
ture doses, could push the 
release of any new vaccine 
into the next wave of the 
virus. 

That suggests that offi- 
cials would have to base 
their judgments largely on 
animal trials and laboratory 
tests. 

Dr. Kelly Moore, pres- 
ident of Immunize.org, a 
nonprofit group that works 
to increase immuniza- 
tion rates, said that such 
an accelerated process is 
already used to update the 
flu vaccine each year. 

While this is the nation’s 
first stab at the next gener- 
ation of COVID-19 vaccines, 
she said, the existing ones 
have been safely given to 
hundreds of millions of 
people. Updating them 
might call for “very well-ed- 
ucated guesswork,” she 
said, but such deductions 
are “appropriate for the 
circumstances.” 
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Ukrainian teens wander in Warsaw 


Some of war’s young 
refugees hang out, 
hang on in Poland

WARSAW, Poland — 
Every afternoon at a park 
outside a distinctively 
Stalinesque skyscraper in 
central Warsaw, scores of 
Ukrainian teenagers come 
together. They are young 
refugees, trying to cope. 

Many have quit school to 
drift around Warsaw, root- 
less, lost even, as young 
as 14 or 15, smoking ciga- 
rettes and swigging cheap 
beer. They gather under the 
maple trees, playing ping- 
pong or sprawling out on 
the benches, heads in each 
other’s laps, wondering 
what to do. 

“T’ve seen some wild stuff 
here,” said Mark, an 18-year- 
old Ukrainian who was 
hanging out the other day 
in the park. “Knives. Guns. 
Drunk kids fighting.” 

The teen years are hard 
enough anywhere. Bodies 
change. Carefree childhood 
swirls away. Everything gets 
more serious so fast. 

But for the 1 million or so 
Ukrainian teen refugees, it’s 
like the mirror they were 
peering into, trying to figure 
out their futures, exploded 
in their faces. 

Just as they were becom- 
ing adults, COVID-19 
upended the world. And just 
as the pandemic was finally 
lifting, their country was 
invaded and flung into war. 
Their families were split up. 
Their towns were bombed. 
They fled to foreign lands 
and four months later, with 
the conflict still raging, they 
have no idea when, or even 
if, they will ever go home. 

“Every day I must 
choose,” said Mark, who 
escaped Ukraine before his 
18th birthday to avoid mili- 
tary service and didn’t want 
to share his last name for 
fear of being punished or, 
at a minimum, ostracized 
if he returns. “I could come

here and hang out with my 
friends and have a good day. 
Or I could go back to my 
room and study and have a 
good future.” 

“Man,” he said, smiling 
a charming young man’s 
smile. “I really wish I could 
be a 15-year-old boy again 
who didn’t have to think 
about the future.” 

A hallmark of any war 
is children on the move. 
Masses of them. Terrified. 
Fleeing something they 
don’t understand. Going 
somewhere they don’t know. 
As soon as Russia invaded, 
countless parents made the 
agonizing decision to uproot 
their children and get them 
to safety. Most crossed 
into neighboring countries 
with their moms but with- 
out their dads, because of 
Ukraine’s restrictions on 
military-age men, 18 to 60, 
leaving the country. 

But some teens took off 
without any parent. The 
New York Times inter- 
viewed a half-dozen in the 
span of a couple days in 
Poland’s capital city. Sprin- 


kled throughout Warsaw in 
rented apartments, or with 
Polish families, or some by 
themselves in dorms, these 
are the refugees who face 
the highest risks. 

“The little kids will 
integrate. The adults will 
get jobs,” said Krzysztof 
Gorniak, a chef in Warsaw 
whoruns several nonprofits 
helping refugees. 

But the teenagers, he said, 
“don’t know if they should 
build alife here or just spend 
time drinking, doing drugs 
and playing.” 

Maxym Kutsyk, a 17-year- 
old orphan, said he had left 
without permission from 
a youth hostel in central 
Ukraine. 

“It was a matter of danger 
and safety,” he said, about 
fleeing the war. “But it 
was something else,” he 
explained. “I wanted to 
get out. I wanted to see the 
world” 

Now he lives with his 
half-sister, her three young 
children and her boyfriend 
near Warsaw ina tiny apart- 
ment. 


The youth hostel 
Maxym fled, the last stage 
in Ukraine’s orphanage 
system, was tied to a voca- 
tional school. But in Warsaw, 
he’s not taking any classes 
— he’s not interested — 
and avoids eye contact and 
stands slightly stooped, like 
bracing for a blow. The high- 
light of his week is a boxing 
class, but he’s holding on to 
adream. 

“I want to go to the United 
States,” he said. “It’s very 
beautiful there.” 

How does he know? 

“T’ve watched TikTok.” 

Across town in the pretty, 
quiet neighborhood of 
Muranow, Katya Sundu- 
kova, 13, works on her draw- 
ings. As she clutches a pencil 
and leans over a black-and- 
white sketch, her pink Mona 
Lisa socks peeking out, she 
radiates an intensity. 

“I see the war as point- 
less,” she had said in an 
earlier conversation. “I kept 
asking my mom: Why did 
they attack us? I never got 
an answer.” 

Her mother made the 


difficult decision to get her 
out. But she is alawyer with 
a busy practice. If she left 
Ukraine, she said, “Who’s 
going to support me finan- 
cially?” 

So she sent Katya to live 
with her other daughter, 
Sofia, who was working for a 
magazine in Warsaw, though 
Sofia, 22, said, “I’m not ready 
for being her mom.” 

The whole family, like so 
many others from Ukraine, 
has become a study in resil- 
ience. Katya has learned to 
cook dinner, with macaroni 
her specialty. She started a 
new school in Warsaw — a 
Ukrainian one — mid-se- 
mester, but with her sister 
working and her mom 
usually far away except for 
the occasional visit, she is 
also learning how to deal 
with emotions and fears on 
her own. 

As she stood back from 
her drawing, a preco- 
ciously skilled portrait of 
three fantasy figures, Katya 
allowed herself a look of 
satisfaction. 

“The sketch is finished,” 


she announced. “The only 
thing left is to hang it in my 
room in Kyiv.” 

A few days after the war 
broke out in late Febru- 
ary, Mark fled the battered 
city of Kharkiv by himself. 
He was scared he would 
be stopped at the border 
because he was 17 and trav- 
eling alone. But in the chaos 
he slipped through, no 
questions asked, arriving 
in Warsaw four days before 
his 18th birthday, when he 
would have become of mili- 
tary age and unable to leave. 

“I didn’t want to fight 
in this war,” he said. “It’s a 
stupid war.” 

Mark was given aroom in 
a college dorm not far from 
the Vistula River, which 
flows through Warsaw. 

When he’s not studying 
computer programming 
online at two universities, 
he’s hanging out at “the 
Park.” 

There are many parks in 
Warsaw — a verdant city, 
especially lovely in June 
— but “the Park” all the 
Ukrainian kids talk aboutlies 
in the shadow of a Warsaw 
icon: the Palace of Culture 
and Science. Completed 
in 1955 but commissioned 
during Stalin’s final years, 
it is a 42-story monument 
to Poland’s socialist days, 
hulking but somehow still 
elegant. 

Before the Ukraine war, 
the park out front had been 
neglected, becoming a 
campground for the home- 
less. 

But starting in March, 
Ukrainian teens discov- 
ered it. The volleyball court 
is always busy. There’s a 
skate park where shirtless 
Ukrainian kids clatter on 
their boards and wipe out 
noisily. Young women sit 
under the trees and take it 
allin. 

Mark said that in the park, 
people don’t talk about the 
war. 

“If you want friends,” he 
said, “you don’t talk poli- 
tics. Because everyone has 
a different view of the situ- 
ation.”

NATO to shore up reaction 
force, Ukraine aid at summit

BRUSSELS — NATO 
allies will decide ata summit 
this week to increase the 
strength of their rapid reac- 
tion force nearly eightfold 
to 300,000 troops as part of 
their response to an “era of 
strategic competition,” the 
military alliance’s secre- 
tary-general said Monday. 

The NATO response 
force, or NRF, numbers 
around 40,000 soldiers that 
can deploy quickly when 
needed. 

Coupled with other 
measures, including the 
deployment of forces to 
defend specific allies, NATO 
Secretary-General Jens 
Stoltenberg said the move 
is part of the “biggest over- 
haul of collective defense 
and deterrence since the 
Cold War” 

“These troops will exer- 
cise together with home 
defense forces,” Stolten- 
berg said. “And they will 
become familiar with local 
terrain, facilities, and our 
new pre-positioned stocks. 
So that they can respond 
smoothly and swiftly to any 
emergency.” 

In response to the Krem- 
lin’s decision to start the 


war, President Joe Biden 
and his NATO counterparts 
agreed in February to send 
thousands of troops, backed 
by air and naval support, to 
protect allies near Russia 
and Ukraine. The 30-nation 
organization decided at 
the time to send parts of 
the NRF and elements of a 
quickly deployable spear- 
head unit to the alliance’s 
eastern flank, marking the 
first time the force had been 
used in a defense role. 

Stoltenberg made the 
remarks at a news confer- 
ence ahead of a NATO 
summit this week in Madrid 
when the 30 allies are 
expected to also agree on 
further support to Ukraine 
in its war against Russia. 

Stoltenberg said he 
expects allies to make clear 
they consider Russia “as the 
most significant and direct 
threat to our security.” 

At the summit, allies will 
also decide to strengthen 
their battlegroups on 
NATO’s eastern flanks, he 
said. 

In NATO’s new strategic 
concept, the alliance is also 
set to address for the first 
time the security challenges 
posed by China, Stoltenberg 
said. 

Stoltenberg said allies 


will also agree to deliver 
further military support to 
Ukraine when they convene 
in Spain, with NATO 
members set to adopt a 
“strengthened compre- 
hensive assistance pack- 
age,” including deliveries of 
secure communication and 
anti-drone systems. 

Over the long term, Stol- 
tenberg said allies aim to 
help Ukraine transition 
from Soviet-era armaments 
to modern NATO equip- 
ment. 

Another theme at the 
NATO summit will be the 
possibility for Finland and 
Sweden to join the alliance 
following Russia’s invasion 
of Ukraine. 

NATO member Turkey 
has blocked the applica- 
tions, citing what it consid- 
ers to be the two countries’ 
soft approach to organi- 
zations Turkey considers 
to be terrorist, such as the 
Kurdistan Workers’ Party, 
or PKK. 

Stoltenberg said Turkish 
President Turkish Presi- 
dent Recep Tayyip Erdogan, 
Finnish President Sauli 
Niinisto and the Swedish 
Prime Minister Magdalena 
Andersson have agreed to 
meet Tuesday on the side- 
lines of the summit. 


For many Ukrainian couples, 
love and war go hand in hand

KYIV, Ukraine — When 
the couple awoke to the 
rumble of war Feb. 24, 
they’d been dating for 
just over a year. Russia 
was invading and Ihor 
Zakvatskyi knew there was 
no more time to lose. 

He fished out the engage- 
ment ring he’d bought but, 
until then, not yet been 
ready to give to Kateryna 
Lytvynenko and proposed. 
If death do us part, he 
figured, then let it be as 
husband and wife. 

“T did not want to waste 
a single minute with- 
out Katya knowing that I 
wanted to spend my life 
with her,” Zakvatskyi, 24, 
said as he and his 25-year- 
old bride exchanged vows 
and wedding rings this 
month in the capital of Kyiv. 

The newlyweds joined a 
growing army of Ukrainian 
couples who are speed- 
ily turning love into matri- 
mony because of the war. 
Some are soldiers, marry- 
ing just before they head off 
to fight. Others are simply 
united in determination 
that living and loving to 
the full are more import- 
ant than ever in the face of 
so much death and destruc- 
tion. 

Ukraine’s wartime 
martial laws include a 
provision allowing Ukraini- 
ans, both soldiers and civil- 
ians, to apply and marry on 
the same day. In Kyiv alone, 
more than 4,000 couples 
have jumped at the expe- 
dited opportunity . Before 
the war, a one-month wait 
was the norm. 

After a three-month 
interruption in normal 
service, Kyiv’s Central Civil 
Registry Office is fully open 
again and working almost at 
a prewar pace. Since Russia 
withdrew its badly blood- 
ied invasion forces from 
around Kyiv in April, redi- 
recting them to front lines 
east and south, many people 
who'd fled the fighting have

returned. Weddings have 
increased accordingly. 

The returnees include 
Daria Ponomarenko, 22, 
who fled to Poland. Her 
boyfriend, Yevhen Nalyva- 
iko, 23, had to stay, because 
of rules preventing men 
aged 18 to 60 from leaving 
the country. 

Reunited, they quickly 
wed — because “we don’t 
know what will happen 
tomorrow,’ she said. 

Jealously guarding their 
intimacy after their pain- 
ful months apart, it was 
just the two of them, with- 
out friends and family. 
Rather than a puffy bridal 
gown, she wore a Ukrainian 
embroidered shirt, the 
traditional vyshyvanka 
chosen now by many brides 
to stress their Ukrainian 
identity. 

In peacetime, they would 
have opted for a traditional 
wedding with many guests. 
But that seemed frivolous 
in war. 

“Everything is perceived 
more sharply, people 
become real during such 
events,” he said. 

Anna Karpenko, 30, 
refused to let the invasion 
crimp her wedding — she 
arrived in a white limou- 


sine. 

“Life must go on,” she 
said. 

She and her new husband 
dated for seven years, often 
talking about marriage, 
before the war turned the 
plan into action. 

Pavlo and Oksana 
Savryha already had 18 
years of civil marriage 
under their belts before the 
invasion prompted them 
to renew their vows — this 
time in asmall12th-century 
church in the war-damaged 
northern city of Chernihiv.

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Investigators pore over 
Trump social media deal 


Grand jury subpoenas, scrutiny from financial regulators threaten to delay merger

NEW YORK — The public listing of 
former President Donald Trump’s social 
media company took a fresh blow Monday 
when the cash-rich shell company merg- 
ing with Trump’s company disclosed in a 
regulatory filing that a federal grand jury 
in New York recently issued subpoenas to 
the company and its directors. 

The grand jury subpoenas were issued 
within the past week, according to the 
filing by Digital World Acquisition Corp., 
a special purpose acquisition company, 
or SPAC, that announced a merger with 
Trump Media & Technology Group in 
October. After the merger, Trump Media 
would assume Digital World’s listing and 
trade as a public company. 

The disclosure by Digital World is the 
first indication that federal prosecutors 
in Manhattan have joined in the scrutiny 
of the merger between Digital World and 
Trump Media, which has been under inves- 
tigation by financial regulators for months. 


The investigation threatens to further delay 
the completion of the merger, which would 
provide Trump’s company and its social 
media platform, Truth Social, with up to 
$1.3 billion in capital, in addition to a stock 
market listing. 

The Securities and Exchange Commis- 
sion and Financial Industry Regulatory 
Authority opened investigations within 
weeks of the merger announcement. Digi- 
tal World’s filing Monday said the grand 
jury subpoenas sought information simi- 
lar to what the SEC had already requested. 

The federal grand jury also sought “infor- 
mation regarding Rocket One Capital.” The 
filing did not disclose what information 
the grand jury wanted about Rocket One, 
a venture capital firm in Miami. 

In a separate filing, Digital World 
disclosed that Bruce Garelick had resigned 
as a director. Garelick is listed in Digital 
World filings as the chief strategy officer at 
Rocket One. The filing did not give areason 
for his resignation. 

The SEC investigation has focused on 
whether there were serious discussions 


between the leadership of Digital World 
and Trump Media before the SPAC went 
public in September and why those talks 
were not disclosed in regulatory filings. 
SPACs, which raise money to go public in 
the hopes of finding a merger candidate, are 
not supposed to have an acquisition target 
in mind when theyraise money from inves- 
tors. 

Regulators also requested information 
about unusual trading activity in secu- 
rities of Digital World before the merger 
announcement. There was a surge in trad- 
ing of Digital World warrants — a security 
that gives the holder the right to buy shares 
at a later date and at a specified price — 
before the merger announcement. 

Trump Media issued a statement in 
response to Digital World’s disclosure that 
said, “We encourage — and will cooperate 
with — oversight that supports the SEC’s 
important mission of protecting retail 
investors.” 

Grand jury subpoenas are typically 
issued in connection with a potential crim- 
inal investigation.

It’s not just corporate greed 


Experts cite resurgent spending 
by consumers and governments 
as key factors behind inflation

WASHINGTON — Furious about surg- 
ing prices at the gasoline station and the 
supermarket, many consumers feel they 
know just where to cast blame: On greedy 
companies that relentlessly jack up prices 
and pocket the profits. 

Yet for all the public’s resentment, most 
economists say corporate price gouging 
is, at most, one of many causes of runaway 
inflation — and not the primary one. 

“There are much more plausible candi- 
dates for what’s going on,” said Jose Azar an 
economist at Spain’s University of Navarra. 

They include: Supply disruptions at 
factories, ports and freight yards. Worker 
shortages. President Joe Biden’s enormous 
pandemic aid program. COVID 19-caused 
shutdowns in China. Russia’s invasion of 
Ukraine. And, not least, a Federal Reserve 
that kept interest rates ultra-low longer 
than experts say it should have. 

Most of all, though, economists say resur- 
gent spending by consumers and govern- 
ments drove inflation up. 


The blame game is, if anything, intensify- 
ing after the U.S. government reported that 
inflation hit 8.6% in May from ayear earlier, 
the biggest price spike since 1981. 

To fight inflation, the Fed is now belatedly 
tightening credit aggressively. 

On June 15, it raised its benchmark short- 
term rate by three-quarters of a point — its 
largest hike since 1994 — and signaled that 
more large rate hikes are coming. The Fed 
hopes to achieve a notoriously difficult “soft 
landing” — slowing growth enough to curb 
inflation without causing the economy to 
slide into recession. 

For years, inflation had remained at or 
below the Fed’s 2% annual target, even 
while unemployment sank to a half-cen- 
tury low. 

But when the economy rebounded from 
the pandemic recession with startling 
speed and strength, the U.S. consumer price 
index rose steadily — from a 2.6% year-over- 
year increase in March 2021 to last month’s 
four-decade high. 

For a while at least — before profit 
margins at S&P 500 companies dipped 
early this year — the inflation surge coin- 
cided with swelling corporate earnings. 

It was easy for consumers to connect the 
dots: Companies, it seemed, were engaged 
in price-gouging. This wasn’t just inflation. 
It was greedflation. 


“Tt’s very natural for consumers to see 
prices rising and get angry aboutit and then 
look for someone to blame,” said Christo- 
pher Conlon, an economist at New York 
University’s Stern School of Business who 
studies corporate competition. “You and 
I don’t get to set prices at the supermar- 
ket, the gas station or the car dealership. So 
people naturally blame corporations, since 
those are the ones they see raising prices.” 

Just what combination of factors is most 
responsible for causing prices to soar “is 
still an open question,” economist Azar 
acknowledges. 

So what has most driven the inflation- 
ary spike? 

“Demand,” said Jason Furman, a top 
economic adviser in the Obama White 
House who is now at Harvard Univer- 
sity. “Lots of government spending, lots of 
monetary support — all combined together 
to support extraordinarily high levels of 
demand. Supply couldn’t keep up, so prices 
rose.” 

Researchers at the Federal Reserve Bank 
of San Francisco estimate that government 
aid to the economy during the pandemic, 
which put money in consumers’ pockets 
to help them endure the crisis and set off 
a spending spree, has raised inflation by 
about 3 percentage points since the first 
half of 2021. 


Russia slips 
into historic 
default amid 
sanctions

Russia defaulted on its external sover- 
eign bonds for the first time in a century, the 
culmination of ever-tougher Western sanc- 
tions that shut down payment routes to over- 
seas creditors. 

For months, Russia had found paths 
around the penalties imposed after the 
Kremlin’s invasion of Ukraine. But at the end 
of the day Sunday, the grace period on about 
$100 million of trapped interest payments 
due May 27 expired, a deadline considered 
an “Event of Default” if missed. 

The route to this point has been far from 
normal, as Russia has the resources to pay its 
bills — and tried to do so — but was blocked 
by the sanctions. 

Those restrictions also mean there’s huge 
uncertainty about what comes next, and 
about how investors can go about getting 
their money. 

Given the damage already done to the 
economy and markets, the default is also 
mostly symbolic for now, and matters little to 
Russians dealing with double-digit inflation 
and the worst economic contraction in years. 

But still, it’s a grim marker in the coun- 
try’s rapid transformation into an economic, 
financial and political outcast. 

The nation’s eurobonds have traded at 
distressed levels since the start of March, 
the central bank’s foreign reserves remain 
frozen, and the biggest banks are severed 
from the global financial system. 

Russia has pushed back against the default 
designation, saying it has the funds to cover 
any bills and has been forced into non-pay- 
ment. 

As it tried to twist its way out, itannounced 
last week that it would switch to servicing its 
$40 billion of outstanding sovereign debt in 
rubles, criticizing a “force-majeure” situa- 
tion it said was manufactured by the West.

UK debates new 
post-Brexit deal 


LONDON — British Prime Minister 
Boris Johnson signaled Monday that a plan 
to rip up parts of the post-Brexit trade deal 
he signed with the European Union could 
become law by the end of the year. 

Lawmakers began debating legislation 
Monday that rewrites trade rules for North- 
ern Ireland. 

If approved by lawmakers, the legislation 
would remove checks on goods entering 
Northern Ireland from the rest of the UK., 
thereby scrapping parts ofa trade treaty that 
Johnson signed before Britain left the EU 
in 2020. 

The EU has threatened to retaliate against 
the U.K. if it goes ahead with its plan to 
rewrite the rules of the post-Brexit deal, rais- 
ing the specter of a trade war. 


Hackers target 
Iran steel plant 


DUBAI, United Arab Emirates — One of 
Iran’s major steel companies said Monday 
that it was forced to halt production after 
being hit by a cyberattack, apparently mark- 
ing one of the biggest such assaults on the 
country’s strategic industrial sector in recent 
memory. 

The state-owned Khuzestan Steel Co. said 
experts had determined the plant had to stop 
work until further notice “due to technical 
problems” following “cyberattacks.” Khuz- 
estan Steel said it managed to thwart the 
cyberattack and prevent structural damage 
to production lines. 

A local news channel reported that the 
attack failed because the plant was non-op- 
erational at the time due to an electricity 
outage. 


EU adopts gas storage mark ahead of winter

BRUSSELS — European Union countries 
agreed Monday that all natural gas storage 
in the 27-nation bloc should be topped up to 
at least 80% capacity for next winter as they 
prepare for the possibility of Russia further 
reducing deliveries. 

The EU is trying to slash its use of Russian 
energy amid the Kremlin’s war in Ukraine 
and find other sources. A ban on imports 
of Russian coal will start in August, and an 
embargo on most oil from Russia will be 
phased in over the coming eight months. 

Meanwhile, Moscow is disrupting natu- 
ral gas deliveries, a fuel used to power facto- 
ries and generate electricity that the EU 


didn’t include in its own sanctions for fear 
of seriously harming the European econ- 
omy. Before the war, the bloc got about 40% 
ofits natural gas from Russia. 

Moscow has reduced gas supplies to 
several EU countries, including heavy 
importers Germany and Italy, and cut off 
deliveries to other members, suchas Poland 
and Finland. 

The EU Council adopted the gas stor- 
age regulation Monday after the European 
Commission made a proposal in March. 
The regulation also says underground gas 
storage on EU soil will need to be filled to 
90% capacity before the 2023-24 winter. 

Heads of state and government agreed 
last week during a summit in Brussels to 
step up preparations for further gas cuts 


from Russia and to keep searching for other 
suppliers. The EU already has increased 
deliveries from the United States, Norway, 
Algeria and Azerbaijan. 

Some EU members don’t have storage 
facilities, so the regulation provides that 
they should store 15% of their annual 
national gas consumption in other member 
countries, allowing them access to reserves 
in other EU nations. 

Cyprus, Malta and Ireland, which are 
not directly connected with the gas system 
of other members, got an exemption, the 
council said. 

The council also agreed to raise the share 
of renewables in the bloc’s energy mix to at 
least 40% by 2030 — up from the previous 
target of 32%.

Airlines seek to shift blame 
for flight disruptions to FAA

DALLAS — Airlines 


under scrutiny for wide- 
spread flight disruptions 
are renewing their criti- 
cism of the government 
agency that manages the 
nation’s airspace, saying 
that understaffing at the 
Federal Aviation Adminis- 
tration is “crippling” traffic 
along the East Coast. 

Airlines for America, 
which represents the largest 
US. carriers, said last week 
it wants to know FAA's staff- 
ing plans for the Fourth of 
July holiday weekend, “so 
we can plan accordingly.” 

The comments from the 
industry group could serve 
as a preemptive defense in 
case airlines again suffer 
thousands of canceled and 
delayed flights over the 
holiday weekend, when 
travel is expected to set new 
pandemic-era highs. 

“The industry is actively 
and nimbly doing every- 
thing possible to create a 
positive customer experi- 
ence since it is in an airline’s 
inherent interest to keep 
customers happy, so they 
return for future business,” 
Nicholas Calio, president 
of the trade group, said in 


a letter to Transportation 
Secretary Pete Buttigieg. 

Calio said airlines have 
dropped 15% of the flights 
they originally planned for 
June through August to 
make the remaining flights 
more reliable, they are 
hiring and training more 
pilots and customer service 
agents, and giving passen- 
gers more flexibility to 
change travel plans. 

Calio said air traffic is 
often disrupted “for many 
hours” because bad weather 
causes the FAA to issue 
delays. 

“However, we have also 
observed that FAA (air traf- 
fic control) staffing chal- 
lenges have led to traffic 
restrictions under blue-sky 
conditions,” he added. 

The FAA shot back, with 
a reference to taxpayer 
money that airlines 
received after the COVID- 
19 pandemic devastated air 
travel. 

“After receiving $54 
billion in pandemic relief 
to help save the airlines 
from mass layoffs and 
bankruptcy, the American 
people deserve to have their 
expectations met,’ the FAA 
said in a statement. 

The FAA said it has added 
controllers in high-traf- 


fic areas and added alter- 
nate routes to keep planes 
moving. 

The airline trade group 
chief’s comments came a 
week after Buttigieg called 
airline leaders to a virtual 
meeting and threatened to 
punish carriers that fail to 
meet consumer-protection 
standards set by his depart- 
ment, which includes the 
FAA. 

Buttigieg said he called 
the meeting after being 
alarmed by the high number 
of canceled flights around 
Memorial Day — more than 
2,700 in a five-day stretch, 
according to tracking 
service FlightAware. 

Thunderstorms can 
quickly snarl air traffic 
during the summer, but 
airlines have also acknowl- 
edged staffing shortages — 
they are hiring at a rapid 
pace to replace tens of thou- 
sands of workers whom the 
airlines paid to quit when 
travel collapsed in 2020. 
Union leaders say pilots are 
stretched to the limit. 

The FAA admitted it too 
is understaffed, particularly 
at a key air traffic control 
center, near Jacksonville, 
Florida, “which is crippling 
to the entire East Coast traf- 
fic flows,” Calio said. 
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Dirtiest energy fields found in 
Russia, Turkmenistan, Texas

Oil and natural gas fields 
in Russia and Turkmeni- 
stan and Texas are the most 
climate-damaging on Earth, 
according to a first-of-its 
kind analysis that looks at 
greenhouse as emissions 
across entire supply chains 
and finds they vary widely. 

The dirtiest fields emit 
more than 10 times as much 
carbon dioxide equivalent 
as the least emissions-inten- 
sive sites, it finds. 

Released last week by the 
nonprofit Rocky Mountain 
Institute, the Oil Climate 
Index plus Gas (OCI+) web 
tool ranks 135 global oil- and 
gas-producing resources — 
which together account for 
half of the world’s supplies 
of those commodities — 
based on a full life-cycle 
analysis of 2020 emissions. 

Russia’s Astrakhanskoye 
natural gas field has the 
biggest footprint across its 
supply chain because of 
prolific leaks on pipelines 
and other infrastructure 
“downstream,” according 
to the analysis. Turkmeni- 
stan’s South Caspian basin 
and the Permian Basin in 
West Texas rank second and 
third; the majority of their 
emissions arise “upstream,” 
during production. 

Created by researchers at 
RMI, Stanford University, 
the University of Calgary 
and Koomey Analytics, the 
OCI+ tool and an accompa- 
nying report conclude that 
significant fossil-fuel emis- 
sions occur not just at the 
point of combustion, but 
directly at the wellhead and 
during processing, refining, 
and transportation. 

RMI estimates that the 
U.S. Environmental Protec- 
tion Agency’s greenhouse 
gas reporting program 
undercounts oil and gas 
industry emissions by a 
factor of two. 

Methane, a green- 
house gas that is the 
primary component of

natural gas and a power- 
ful global-warming agent, 
accounts for more than half 
of operational emissions 
at sites worldwide. Curb- 
ing the flaring and vent- 
ing of the gas and ensuring 
that oil-field equipment 
is working properly can 
help significantly reduce 
upstream emissions, the 
report says, calling meth- 
ane reductions “the highest 
priority for the oil and gas 
sector.” 

The initiative draws 
on years of research by 
academics and nonprofit 
institutions, public data 
and satellite images. It boils 
down to the questions, 
“Who has the worst barrel, 
and who are the suckers 
buying the bad stuff?” said 
Deborah Gordon, senior 
principal of climate intelli- 
gence at RMI, the research 
lead. That’s where the spot- 
light needs to be to combat 
climate change, she said. 

And the urgency to cut 
emissions has grown. A 
United Nations-backed 
panel of scientists recently 
warned that emissions must 
be significantly reduced 
by 2030 to help avoid the 
catastrophic impacts that 
would result from warming 
exceeding the Paris Agree- 
ment targets. 

The report recommends 
buying fuel locally as much 
as possible to save on trans-

port-related emissions, but 
according to the OCTI+ anal- 
ysis, Europe might actually 
avoid some emissions by 
buying gas from the USS. 
that is super-chilled into 
liquid and shipped across 
the ocean rather than from 
Russia. Sourcing gas from 
Russia is “horrid” because 
of leaks, Gordon said. 

For decades, policies have 
targeted reducing emissions 
from cars and power plants, 
which puts the respon- 
sibility on the consumer 
with little transparency on 
emissions from producers 
themselves, Gordon said. 
“Conventional wisdom 
is that the consumer is 
responsible for 86% of the 
emissions from the barrel.” 
But the research shows 
that’s not the case for the 
most polluting oil and gas 
fields, she said. 

The web tool also breaks 
out the share of sites’ emis- 
sions from flaring, or burn- 
ing off excess natural gas. 
This practice is notoriously 
common in the Permian 
Basin, where oil is the most 
profitable fuel and natural 
gas is anuisance byproduct. 

“The Permian looks terri- 
ble” Gordon said, but “if 
Texas cleans up its act and 
really focuses on not leaking 
methane and not flaring its 
gas, it will be there right at 
the top” of the lowest-emit- 
ting areas.

Connecticut tax compromise for both sides

As is often heard from Demo- 
crats over the past several years, 
people, corporations, businesses, 
need to pay their fair share of 
taxes. Of course, “fair” is in the eye 
of the beholder. Without getting 
into whether itis fair to tax high- 
er-income people, especially very 
high-income people, more than 
they already are being taxed, it 
is certainly a growing portion of 
Democratic policy and beliefs. 

At the same time, Republicans 
complain about a never-ending 
appetite for spending (therefore 
for raising taxes and revenue) 
from Democrats. A component of 
this complaint is that there is no 
end game. It’s always more with 
no end in sight mentioned, such as 
“if we only got to X% rate and $Y, 
all would be well” Maybe some 
skepticism would be allayed if that 
were the case. 

One of the Republican points is 
that taxing is bad for the economy 
and bad for business since it drives 
up the cost of doing business in 
Connecticut and states compete 
with one another. There are no 
higher-profile cases than sports 
stadiums where cities outbid each 
other for the privilege ofhosting a 
professional team. 

Some might remember the 
embarrassing “Hartford Patriots” 
deal championed by Gov. John 
Rowland, who tried to entice the 
New England Patriots to come 
to anew stadium in Connecticut. 
There was a handshake deal and

many were happy in February 
1999, But Patriots owner Robert 
Kraft played Connecticut for suck- 
ers to get a better deal from Massa- 
chusetts. 

States routinely put together 
tax-incentive packages to attract 
high-profile businesses. Even 
with these packages, businesses 
may not choose Connecticut. You 
hear about so-called “successes,” 
such at the recent package given 
to Sikorsky Aircraft that “provides 
up to $75 million in perfor- 
mance-based incentives in the 
form of sales and use tax offset 
and tax credits.” Seems coun- 
terintuitive to provide money to 
businesses to make money for 


themselves. It’s not as though 
Connecticut gets profit sharing — 
only a guarantee of jobs, which of 
course the company would need 
to produce goods and make money 
anyway. 

You generally don’t hear about 
the lack of successes Connecticut 
has in attracting businesses. Who 
would want to publicize those? 
Such as when high-profile General 
Electric moved to Boston in 2016, 
with Connecticut being outbid 
and GE citing that it was “unhappy 
with Connecticut’s tax policies.” 

Instead of throwing money at 
specific businesses to try to attract 
them, why not create a general 
business-friendly climate in 


Connecticut that attracts busi- 
nesses based on reputation. How? 
Eliminate all business taxes. The 
concept of taxing a business does 
not make sense when one is trying 
to actually attract businesses. 
Incentives matter. 

Democrats like taxing busi- 
nesses because they tend to 
consider businesses either a face- 
less entity and for more extreme 
Democrats, to be evil. Democrats 
are right and wrong about this. 
The Marxist/socialist belief in 
the state owning business sounds 
good in theory but has failed often 
with murderous dictators (Stalin, 
Mao Zedong, etc.) seizing control 
through government over all 
aspects of life. But they are correct 
when they think that big busi- 
nesses engages in wrong-doing or 
unethical practices and need regu- 
lation (Savings and Loan Crisis, 
Enron, the subprime mortgage 
crisis, etc.) except that unethical 
practices and wrongdoing of some 
kind happen in every group. The 
vast majority of wrong-doing goes 
unreported. 

But business taxes account 
for about 12.5% or $2.7 billion of 
the state budget (using FY 2020, 
prepandemic numbers) and 
would have to be made up for with 
cuts or increases in other taxes. 

To avoid cuts that would bea 
double whammy to Democrats 
(and not easy), why not increase 
the income tax on the wealthy as 
Democrats have often proposed? 
Allthe money that businesses make 
ends up in the pockets of human 


beings eventually. Why not tax 
the individuals who receive these 
funds rather than the entity that is 
the vehicle for creating them? 

The income tax makes up a bit 
over 45% of the budget or $9.7 
billion dollars (using FY 2020). 
Raising the income tax by another 
$2.7 billion would increase the 
income tax percentage of the 
budget by another 28% to $12.4 
billion or 55.7% of the budget. As 
with all taxation, there is no layup 
here. Would wealthy people leave 
Connecticut if their income was 
taxed at a higher rate? Possibly. 
But because theoretically, they 
would be making more money, 
they could afford higher and more, 
ahem, obscene salaries and bene- 
fits. But the point is that the busi- 
nesses would thrive and workers 
would be needed, employed and 
making money, helping create a 
healthy economy. 

The major upside to this idea is 
that it gives both sides something 
they want. Taxing the wealthy has 
not gotten traction with Gov. Ned 
Lamont but the General Assembly 
could likely pass it with a different 
governor, or if Lamont changes 
his mind. In that case, Democrats 
would have no incentive to give up 
business taxes, But until that day 
comes, maybe this is a win-win for 
both sides?

Why Jan. 6 committee is failing to slow Trump’s attempted coup 


We fool 
ourselves if we 
believe that the 
televised hear- 
ings of the Jan. 
6 committee 
are changing 
the direction of 
the Republican 
Party, or that the hearings will end 
the attempted coup that Trump 
launched immediately after the 
2020 election. The GOP is becom- 
ing ever more divorced from 
reality. Trump’s attempted coup 
continues unabated. 

The first three hearings of the 
House Jan. 6 committee demol- 
ished the myths of voter fraud 
repeated incessantly by Trump 
and his supporters and amplified 
by Republicans in Congress. A 
parade of Republican witnesses 
— including his attorney general 
William Barr, Ivanka Trump, 
and his own campaign lawyers — 
testified that they knew Trump 
lost the election, and told him so. 
Trump was also informed that 
the demands he was making of 
his Vice President Mike Pence to 
block his defeat were illegal. 

Yet the Republican response 
to those hearings has ranged 
from indifference to hostility. 
Representative Kevin McCar- 
thy, the Republican leader of the 
House, wrote on Twitter that the 
members of the committee “will 
not stop lying about their politi- 
cal opponents,” and he calls the 
committee “despicable.” 

On Friday, speaking at the Faith 
and Freedom Coalition confer- 
ence in Nashville, Trump repeated 
his Big Lie — as if the hearings 
never happened — and once again 
berated Pence, charging that his

former Vice President “did not 
have the courage to act” in trying 
to unilaterally reject the Electoral 
College votes that were being cast 
for Joseph R. Biden Jr. 

Why aren’t the hearings 
slowing the Big Lie or Trump’s 
continuing attempted coup? 

First, the Lie is now fully 
entrenched in the Republican 
Party, acentral tenet of GOP 
dogma. It has become the vehicle 
by which Republican candidates 
signal their fealty both to Trump 
and toa broad range of grievances 
— some imaginary, some derived 
from the so-called “culture wars” 
— that now constitute the Repub- 
lican brand. 

So far, at least 108 Republican 
candidates who embrace the Big 
Lie have won their nominations 
or advanced to runoffs, and there 
is no sign that the hearings have 
reduced the intensity of their 
demagoguery. Voters have chosen 
eight Big Lie candidates for the 
US. Senate, 86 Big Lie candi- 
dates for the House, five Big Lie 
candidates for governor, four for 
state attorney general and one for 
secretary of state. 

In Michigan, the Republi- 
can race to challenge Governor 
Gretchen Whitmer is led by Ryan 
Kelley, areal estate broker who 
was arrested this month and 
charged with participating in 
the Jan. 6 assault on the Capitol. 
Republican nominee for Mich- 
igan attorney general Matthew 
DePerno led a November 2020 
lawsuit over an election night 
tabulation error in Antrim County 
that Trump supporters have 
seized on in their efforts to perpet- 
uate unfounded claims of fraud. 
(DePerno has promised to lead 


criminal investigations of alleged 
fraud in 2020 despite the conclu- 
sion by Republican state senators 
that his allegations are “demon- 
strably false.”) Secretary of state 
nominee Kristina Karamo served 
as an observer in Detroit during 
the 2020 absentee ballot count 
and claimed, without evidence, 
that she had witnessed fraud. 

In Arizona, the leading Repub- 
lican candidate for governor, Kari 
Lake, has made the stolen election 
claims central to her campaign. 
Mark Finchem, a candidate for 
secretary of state, was at the front 
steps of the Capitol on Jan. 6. 

And Blake Masters, who aims to 
challenge incumbent Democrat 
Senator Mark Kelly, says with- 
out evidence that “one-third of 
the people outside the Capitol 
complex on Jan. 6 were actual 
FB.I. agents.” 

In Pennsylvania, Republican 
senate candidate Mehmet Oz has 
embraced the Big Lie. Guberna- 
torial nominee Doug Mastriano 
also asserts it, and has said that the 
Republican-controlled legisla- 
ture should have the right to take 
control of the all-important choice 
over which presidential electors 
to send to Washington. 

Big Lie nominees for statewide 
office in swing states also include 
Herschel Walker for Senate in 
Georgia and Burt Jones for Geor- 
gia lieutenant governor. 

Secondly, the hearings have 
not affected the Republican Party 
(and are unlikely to) because Big 
Lie candidates are under no pres- 
sure to respond to the findings 
of the committee. Their districts 
or states already lean Republi- 
can, and most voters in them have 
dismissed or aren’t paying atten- 


tion to the committee hearings. 

Recall that the 2020 election 
was mainly about Trump. You 
were either for him or against 
him. Voters in districts and states 
that voted largely for him in 
2020 will not easily change their 
minds. The cognitive dissonance 
required to shift from believ- 
ing Trump’s alleged conspiracy 
to accepting the reality of what 
occurred is simply too formidable. 
In addition, few of their sources 
of news — Fox News, rightwing 
radio, and rightwing social media 
— have questioned the Big Lie. 

Because these districts or states 
lean Republican, these Big Lie 
candidates are likely to win the 
offices they are seeking, notwith- 
standing. In an open primary ina 
safely Republican Georgia district, 
for example, all nine candidates 
questioned the 2020 result. Of the 
two candidates who advanced to 
June’s runoff, lawyer Jake Evans 
touted his past efforts to “over- 
turn” elections, while physician 
Rich McCormick emphasized 
that he refused to concede ina 
2018 race. Many of these Repub- 
lican Big Lie candidates will hold 
positions with the power to inter- 
fere in the outcomes of future 
contests — to block the certifica- 
tion of election results, to change 
the rules around the awarding of 
their states’ electoral votes or to 
acquiesce to litigation attempting 
to set aside the popular vote. 

The third reason the hearings 
aren't affecting the Republican 
Party is that the GOP’s biggest 
backers — suchas billionaire 
Peter Thiel, who has donated 
tens of millions of dollars to the 
campaigns of Big Lie candidates 
J.D. Vance and Blake Masters — 


show no signs of reducing their 
backing in light ofthe committee’s 
findings. 

It’s shameful enough that 
Republican lawmakers and candi- 
dates have embraced the Big Lie 
for the utterly cynical purpose of 
gaining or remaining in power. 
For the GOP’s billionaire funders 
to embrace it as well, presum- 
ably for no purpose other than to 
destabilize American democracy, 
can only be described as traitor- 
ous. 

Inhis closing statement before 
the January 6 committee, former 
US. appellate court judge J. 
Michael Luttig— one of the most 
conservative judges in the federal 
system, whom George W. Bush 
passed over for the Supreme 
Court because Bush thought him 
too conservative — called Trump 
and his allies and supporters “a 
clear and present danger to Amer- 
ican Democracy.” This was not 
only due to what happened on 
Jan. 6, said the Judge, but because 
they still “pledge that in the pres- 
idential election of 2024 ifthe 
former president or his anointed 
successor as the Republican Party 
presidential candidate were to 
lose that election that they would 
attempt to overturn that 2024 
election in the same way that they 
attempted to overturn the 2020 
election.” 

By not divesting itself of the Big 
Lie and not embracing the truth 
of what the Jan. 6 committee is 
revealing, the Republican Party 
is losing its last shred of moral 
authority to function as one of 
America’s two governing parties.

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Lamont quickly airs TV ad on abortion

The reelection campaign 
of Gov. Ned Lamont leaned in 
Monday to the post-Roe v. Wade 
world of American politics with 
a 30-second televised message to 
women underlining the Demo- 
cratic governor’s unqualified 
support for abortion rights. 

“This is nota political choice, it’s 
your choice,” Lamont says into a 
camera. “Women deserve the right 
to make their own decisions about 
their health care, and about when 


they want to start a family. That’s 
why we enacted the strongest 
protections for a woman’s right to 
choose in the country.” 

The 30-second commercial 
is an early, if relatively low-key, 
effort to draw a sharp contrast 
between Lamont and his Repub- 
lican opponent, Bob Stefanowski, 
on reproductive rights and the new 
law making Connecticut a “safe 
harbor” for abortion providers and 
patients. 

Stefanowski and his refusal to 
state if he would have signed the 
new law go unmentioned, as were 


details of the measure Connecticut 
adopted in response toa Texas law 
empowering citizens to sue anyone 
involved in abortion after the sixth 
week of pregnancy. 

The new law, among other 
things, restricts how health care 
records could be accessed by 
plaintiffs in those so-called civil 
“bounty” cases, and it would 
give the targets a legal right in 
Connecticut to recover legal costs. 

Titled “Never Back Down,” the 
commercial includes footage of 
Lamont’s ceremonial signing of 
the law outside the state Capitol. 


It ends with him looking into the 
camera and saying, “I’ve never 
backed down when it comes to 
choice, and I never will.” 

It is only the opening salvo 
by Lamont, who enjoyed a 
24-percentage point lead among 
women in a Quinnipiac Univer- 
sity poll last month, to establish 
himself as the stronger defender 
of the tenets of Roe, the law of the 
land for nearly a half century until 
the U.S. Supreme Court overturned 
it in a decision Friday. 

A CBS poll released Sunday 
found 59% of all Americans and 


67% of women disapprove of the 
decision, with solid majorities 
viewing the rulingas a harbinger of 
future decisions limiting access to 
birth control and the right to same- 
sex marriage. 

More Democrats than Repub- 
licans said the Roe decision will 
make them more likely to vote.

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Town plans 
to build 
recycling 
center

West Hartford has entered the 
preliminary stages of develop- 
ment for a new recycling center 
and the closure of a historic land- 
fill as a proactive step to address- 
ing central Connecticut’s changing 
waste landscape, officials said. 

The construction of the 
16,900-square-foot Material Solu- 
tion Center will include updates 
to the 10.9-acre property located 
at 25 Brixton St. in West Hartford, 
which houses the current Yard 
Waste and Recycling Center and 
a landfill that ceased operations in 
the 1970s. 

West Hartford Director of 
Public Works John Phillips said 
that the town decided to update 
its waste and recycling facilities to 
prepare for changes in Connecti- 
cut’s waste management markets 
driven by the slated closure of the 
Materials Innovation and Recy- 
cling Authority’s trash-to-energy 
plant in Hartford. 

The MIRA plant serves 48 
towns. In 2020, after Gov. Ned 
Lamont rejected a $330 million 
proposal to refurbish the plant, 
MIRA board members voted to 
shut down facility operations by 
June 30, 2022, though a delay is 
expected. Now municipalities 
across Connecticut are searching 
for other options, such as hauling 
waste out of state, to dispose of 
their trash. 

State Department of Energy 
and Environmental Protection 
Commissioner Katie Dykes has 
said spending $300 million on an 
antiquated plant would not have 
solved the state’s trash crisis. 

“MIRA closing absolutely 
changes the central Connecticut 
waste landscape,” Phillips said. 
“As the public works director, 
I’m trying to be proactive and not 
reactive ... with how West Hart- 
ford manages its waste going 
forward.” 

Once completed, Phillips said 
that the facility will sort and trans- 
fer glass, plastics, food waste and 
bulk waste dropped off by resi- 
dents. 

“The focus is just to do better 
to support the West Hart- 
ford citizenry ... to reduce our 
waste and divert more of our 
materials that we do create for 
waste in a more economic and

Subway made a 15-year commit- 
ment to the nearly 90,000-square- 
foot headquarters that features an 
upgraded, modernized workspace 
and “outstanding amenities,” he 
said. 

The new headquarters will offer 
several dining sites, fitness centers, 
recreational activities such as tennis 
and basketball, medical facilities, 
covered parking and childcare 
centers. 

“This move is all about enhancing 
our employee experience,” said Bill 
Ekstrom, Subway’s director ofbusi- 
ness services. 


The chain of sandwich shops 
said it was of “utmost importance” 
to provide minimal disruption to 
employees, he said. 

“The close proximity to our 
current Milford home — just 10 
miles down the road — will help 
us do just that, plus provide more 
services that will allow employees 
to take care of errands and personal 
needs on site,’ Elkstrom said.

Cousin of West Hartford teen killed in 
West Virginia gets 40 years in prison

The cousin of a West Hartford 
teenager killed while visiting rela- 
tives in West Virginia in 2020 was 
sentenced to 40 years in prison last 
Wednesday. 

Austin Holmes-Evans, 18, was 
sentenced by Judge C. Carter 
Williams of the Hardy County 
Courthouse in Moorefield, West 
Virginia on second-degree murder 
charges for the killing of Johna- 
than Johnny” Adams, 14. 

Adams, a West Hartford resi- 
dent, had gone to his aunt’s house 
in Augusta, West Virginia, at 
the beginning of the COVID-19 
pandemic while there were low 
case numbers in the state. He 


worked remotely to finish eighth 
grade at King Philip Middle School 
and was poised to begin his fresh- 
man year at Hall High School in 
West Hartford. 

With so many members of his 
family in the medical field and 
dealing with the health crisis, they 
decided in March 2020 to send 
him to stay with another aunt in 
Hampshire County. The plan was 
for his aunt, a high school teacher, 
to tutor him, relatives said. She has 
six children, some close in age to 
Johnny. 

Adams was found in a shallow 
grave in a heavily-wooded area 
almost a week after he went miss- 
ing in late July 2020. 

Adams had reportedly found 
out his cousin was involved ina 


burglary and threatened to tell 
his cousin’s parents about the 
criminal activity, according to 
court filings in a civil lawsuit filed 
between Adams’ parents and the 
relatives he was staying with. 
Holmes-Evans then chased him 
out of the house and killed him, 
the court filing said. 

Adams was an athlete and 
hoped to one day play football for 
Hall High School. He also liked to 
travel with his family. At the time 
of his death, Adams’ relatives said 
he loved basketball and football 
but was good at many sports. A 
member of a championship West 
Hartford youth basketball team, 
he also played youth football on 
the Patriots, his favorite NFL 
team.

She 
praised the other “Little Women,” 
played by Joan Bennett, Fran- 
ces Dee and Jean Parker, but 
was less impressed by the “very 
dull” Douglass Montgomery, who 
portrayed the heartthrob Laurie. 
“(Director George] Cukor ... says 
to me quite often, ‘well, he’s not 
as offensive as I feared? “ 

In 1935, after she made “Alice 
Adams,” Hepburn wrote “The 
director — George Stevens, was 
excellent. This was his first full- 
length picture and lots of people

“The hotel lobby was 
jammed with reporters so she 
had to escape down a fire escape. 
... Six armed policemen had to 
come to keep the corridors clear. 
... Katy seems to be enjoying it 
immensely!” 

Despite her annoyance at 
the union woes during “Little 
Women,” Hepburn in 1947 
appeared at a political rally of the 
Progressive Citizens of America, 
a pro-union organization. At that 
rally, she said “I speak because I 
am an American and as an Amer- 
ican, I shall always resist any 
attempt at the abridgement of 
freedom.”

West Hartford man 
charged in daughter’s 
death appears in court

The West Hartford father 
charged in connection to the death 
of his infant daughter last winter 
appeared in court on Monday in 
Hartford. 

Grant McAuslan was charged 
in December with manslaughter 
and risk of injury to a child after 
his infant daughter suffered multi- 
ple skull fractures and extensive 
hemorrhages from being dropped 
on her head, according to police 
and court records. 

He has not yet entered a plea on 
the charges. On Monday his case 
was continued until Aug. 24, when 
he is scheduled to appear before a 
judge next, according to court offi- 
cials. 

On Dec. 3, 2021, McAuslan 
allegedly picked up his daughter 
“forcefully” during a late-night 
feeding, “whipping” her around 
before dropping her on the floor 
while his wife was downstairs. 
The infant died at a hospital the 
next day, police said. 

Medical examinations found 
that the baby’s injuries were indic- 
ative of “abusive head trauma” and 
were not the type of injuries to be 
expected “from short free fall” 
according to police. 

Police initially responded to the 
McAuslan’s home about 11:30 p.m. 
that night for reports of a medical 
emergency. The infant was still 
breathing when first responders 
arrived, and she was rushed to a 
hospital by ambulance with her 
father by her side, police said. 

McAuslan and his wife told 
police that they’d woken up to 
the baby crying about 11 p.m. 
McAuslan’s wife went down- 
stairs to pump breast milk, while 
McAuslan went from their 2-year- 
old daughter’s bedroom, where he 
was sleeping, to his wife’s bedroom 
where the baby was sleeping and 
warmed up aa bottle, police said. 

McAuslan’s wife told police her 
husband appeared irritated about 
being woken up. While she was 
downstairs, she heard aloud band 
and McAuslan yell out an exple- 
tive, according to a warrant for 
McAuslan. 

The father initially told police 


he lifted his infant daughter out 
of the infant bed on his wife’s bed, 
but she slipped out ofhis arms and 
landed on the hardwood flooring 
next to the bed, according to the 
affidavit. 

Later, after learning that her 
injuries were inconsistent with a 
short fall, he asked to speak with 
officers again before they left the 
hospital. McAuslan told police 
that there was more to his story, 
that he’d picked up the baby with 
more force than he originally said, 
“essentially whipping her around” 
and causing the hard fall. 

His wife repeatedly told police 
she did not think her husband 
caused their baby intentional 
harm. Police said that at the hospi- 
tal, the baby’s condition “rapidly 
deteriorated” and both parents 
were visibly upset. 

The infant was pronounced 
dead at about 7:30 p.m. the next 
day. 

A doctor at the Connecti- 
cut Children’s Medical Center, 
where the baby was treated, told 
a police officer that it was “highly 
unlikely” the severe injuries the 
infant suffered were from a drop 
of three or four feet, which is what 
McAuslan originally told police 
had occurred, according to the 
affidavit. 

Police met with Nina Livingston, 
who leads CCMC’s Suspected 
Child Abuse and Neglect program, 
as well as with asocial worker with 
the state Department of Children 
and Families. Livingston told 
police the “most likely diagnosis 
is abusive head trauma,” accord- 
ing to the affidavit, and that the 
infant’s injuries were inconsistent 
with a fall from the short height 
reported. 

Livingston later revealed the 
findings of a post-mortem skele- 
tal survey performed on the infant, 
which found extensive head inju- 
ries, including multiple skull frac- 
tures and extensive hemorrhages. 
Livingston told police the injuries 
have “a high specificity for abusive 
head trauma not expected from 
short free fall.” 

McAuslan was arrested on a 
warrant on Dec. 5, 2021. He has 
been released on a $750,000 bond, 
according to court records.

Comeback in airline travel is marred by supply chain bottlenecks, labor shortages

General Electric Co’s chief exec- 
utive officer will take on the addi- 
tional job as CEO of its aviation 
unit, the Boston-based company 
announced Monday. 

GE Aviation, a competitor of 
East Hartford-based jet engine 
manufacturer Pratt & Whitney, 
is a major customer of Connecti- 
cut suppliers that manufacture 
components for the GE business 
headquartered in Evendale, Ohio. 
Airline travel is making a come- 
back from steep declines during 
the pandemic when most fleets 
were grounded in response to 
travel bans. 

Manufacturers are now grap- 
pling supply chain constraints and 
labor shortages. 

“GE Aviation is an exceptional 
business in growing commercial 
and military sectors that is shap- 
ing the future of flight” CEO Larry 
Culp said. 


“There is tremendous oppor- 
tunity in aviation over the coming 
years and the board and I decided 
it is the right time for me to take 
on this expanded role and work 
even more closely with the team 
to support our customers, meet the 
unprecedented demand ramp and 
prepare for GE Aviation’s future as 
an independent public company,” 
he said. 

The former Connecticut-based 
company that’s manufactured 
everything from medical imaging 
equipment to jet engines and appli- 
ances announced in November 
2021 it’s splitting into three public 
companies focused on aviation, 
energy and health care. 

Aviation was largely grounded 
during the worst of the pandemic, 
but has rebounded as COVID- 
19 has retreated. Executives of 
Raytheon Technologies Corp., the 
Waltham, Massachusetts-based 
parent company of Pratt & Whit- 
ney, have said they expect airline 
travel to resume to pre-pandemic 


levels next year. 

Revenue at GE Aviation fell to 
$21.3 billion in 2021 from $32.8 
billion in 2019. 

GE Aviation and Pratt & Whit- 
ney posted first-quarter revenue 
that rebounded. Sales at GE Avia- 
tion of 5.6 billion were up 12% 
from the same period in 2021. By 
revenue, it’s the biggest among its 
health care, renewable energy and 
power segments. 

Pratt & Whitney posted less 
revenue — $4.5 billion for the quar- 
ter ended March 31 — but it also 
increased 12% from the first quarter 
of 2021. Collins Aerospace, Raythe- 
on’s other commercial aviation unit 
that makes airline cabin interiors, 
landing gear, cockpit equipment 
and most other components, posted 
revenue of $4.8 billion, up 10% from 
same quarter last year. 

GE Lead Independent Director 
Tom Horton praised Culp’s “exten- 
sive operating track record” that 
he said will be valuable “to lead GE 
Aviation through historic industry

Town may change in-law apartment 
regulations in light of new state law

The Glastonbury Town Council 
is taking another look at the zoning 
regulations regarding accessory 
dwelling units, commonly referred 
to as in-law apartments, in light of 
new changes to state regulations. 

Rebecca Augur, director of 
Planning & Land Use Services, 
and representing a working group 
subcommittee of the council, said 
that the units, or ADUs, now have 
atwo-step, opt-out process to skirt 
state laws, which would include 
two-thirds majority votes of both 
the planning and zoning commis- 
sion and the town council. The 
new state law (Public Act 21-29) 
becomes local law if towns do not 
opt out by Jan. 1, 2023. 

Augur said that the ADUs are 
an opportunity to add to housing 
stock, add reduced housing costs 
for some, and possibly enable 
some homeowners to stay in their 
homes longer. The town held an 
Affordable Housing Committee 
workshop in January on removing 
barriers to accessory units, and the 
town’s Affordable Housing Plan 
survey done in 2021 indicated 63% 
of residents are in favor of ADUs, 
as they could be a good way to 
meet housing needs of a variety of 
people, within existing dwellings. 

The new state law allows ADUs 
to be attached or detached from the 
main housing unit, and sets amaxi- 
mum square footage of 30% of the 
principal dwelling, or 1,000 square 
feet, whichever is less. 

Glastonbury’s current regula- 
tions were created in 1983 and were 
updated in 1991 and again in 2008 
and 2019, and have always required 
aspecial permit. 

Augur said 145 of the existing 
single family units that have ADUs. 
Per Assessor’s data, 65 have permit- 
ting records. 

Main differences between the 
town’s existing regulations and the 
new state regulations include that 
the town requires a permit, does 
not allow detached units, and has 
a maximum occupancy of three

while the state has no limit. 

The working group, Augur 
said, is considering opting out of 
the state regulations, but possibly 
revising some of the regulatory 
hurdles. 

“The working group, right now, 
is recommending [option] 1b,’ she 
said. “We have talked about several 
changes to the regulations, but not 
fully adopting everything. That 
would require that we still opt out, 
with the knowledge that we willbe 
revising the regulations.” 

The most important piece that 
needs to be hammered out, she 
said, is whether the town will 
enable detached ADUs or not. 

“There’s a bit of a mixed opin- 
ion among the working group,” she 
said, adding that the recommen- 
dation is also to revise the maxi- 
mum occupancy to one family, 
and the size to 1,000 square feet, 
and prohibit the use of short-term 
rentals. 

Council members said they 
were concerned about allowing 
detached ADUs, and wanted clari- 
fication of what codes could still be 
enforced, including how far a unit 
could be from the road. 

“Does this have any effect on the 


existing setbacks?” asked council- 
man Larry Niland. “Especially if it’s 
as a right, could they build as close 
to the property line as they want?” 

“They would still follow your lot 
standards,” Augur said. “You’d just 
have to make those more stringent, 
to make it more difficult, but you 
are still able to enforce your exis- 
tent standards.” 

Council member Mary 
LaChance said she didn’t see a 
reason to opt in to the state regula- 
tions. Council Chair Tom Gullotta 
said the main reason for the town 
to keep its control of the regu- 
lations would be to maintain a 
process where neighbors could 
ask questions. 

“T think that is the general senti- 
ment amongst the subcommittee,” 
Gullotta said. “I think the big issue 
is ... enabling a neighbor, ifsomeone 
wants to put in an accessory apart- 
ment, is to be able to say, ‘Why, 
what, where?’ and have the issue 
be mediated if everyone is not on 
the same page.” 

Gullotta said the consensus of 
the council was that they proceed 
with the opt-out option. 

“T think you’ve got your direc- 
tion,” he said.

Gloria Estefan’s jour- 
ney to her latest film role 
started with a text from her 
friend and former co-star 
Andy Garcia. But she'll tell 
you kismet was already at 
work. 

Her 10-year-old grand- 
son has become a bit of 
a film enthusiast, much 
like his father, Gloria’s son 
Nayib, who owns a drive-in 
theater in downtown 
Miami. As she explained 
recently, “He’s watched 
‘Killer Klowns From Outer 
Space’ and stuff like that.” 
Under her care, Estefan 
wanted to introduce him to 
amore wholesome favorite: 
“Father of the Bride,” the 
1991 remake starring Steve 
Martin, Diane Keaton, 
Martin Short and Kimberly 
Williams-Paisley. 

“It’s an age-old story,” 
says the veteran singer- 
songwriter. “The daughter 
is leaving the nest; it’s the 
struggles that parents go 
through of watching their 
kids grow up.”

This interview with 
Estefan has been edited for 
clarity and length. 


Q: You play a woman who is 
unfulfilled in her marriage 
and on the cusp of divorce. 
In real life, you’ve been 
married to Emilio for going 
on 44 years. What’s the 
secret? 

A: There’s no secret. 

First of all, it feels like 10 
seconds. It feels so fast, 
maybe because of the life 
we've had. We’ve trav- 
eled so much and done so 
much and continue to do, 
that the years just speed 


by. There’s a lot of respect. 
T’m very much about 
communication. And now 
he’s much better about it, 
but he had a tough time 
with that kind of thing as 
Latin males tend to do, 

so I really lead him down 
that path. But he’s the 
most motivational human 
being; he loves his family, 
we have the same priori- 
ties, we rarely disagree on 
business or music or even 
politics. So it helps when 
you’re not arguing about 
stuff. And we both wanted 
to be married our whole 
lives. So we balance each 
other. We’re very differ- 
ent personality-wise, but 
I think that helps kind of 
fill in each other’s gaps 
and strengths. I love to do 
things he doesn’t like to do, 
and he loves to do things 

I don’t like to do, so it’s a 
good team. 


Q: A Cuban American 
family is at the center of 
this “Father of the Bride” 
remake — and the bride- 
to-be is marrying someone 
who is Mexican. How was it 
to be part of this story? 


A: I’ve been eager to do 
something for along time, 
but it has to be the right 
thing or why bother? ’m 
not going to do something 
that either doesn’t advance 
me as an actor or doesn’t 
represent my culture in the 
way that I feel it deserves 
and should be. ... When 
Tread the script by Matt 
Lopez, I thought it was 
phenomenal and made 

me laugh out loud. I really 
loved the characters. And 
even through from what 
Tread to what ended up 

on the screen, there were 
many passes taken to get 
rid of those little easy jabs 
that go to stereotypes about 
Cuban or Mexican culture. 
We wanted to make a 
really warm film about 
family about and have it be 
completely different. 


Q: Was there a time in 
your career where you 
felt the pressure tobea 
multihyphenate? 

A: It’s never been a pres- 
sure, it’s been an exciting 
new challenge that I love. 
An artist is going to want 
to play in many different 


venues. And I think the 
advent of videos in music 
really changed the game 
for a lot of us because you 
were forced to act or do 
something, because not 
every video was a perfor- 
mance video. You kind of 
dip your foot in there, not 
just a toe. And I really knew 
that I loved it and that one 
day, I would do it. But I also 
respect the craft. 


Q: You made your film 
debut in 1999’s “Music 

of the Heart.” opposite 
Meryl Streep. How nerve- 
wracking was your first 
scene together? 

A: Imagine — my very first 
on-screen scene that is shot 
is one-on-one with Meryl 
Streep on a bench at a New 
York City school. I meet her 
a couple of days before, she 
was the warmest, nicest 
person. ... So we sit down 

to do this scene, and I say, 
“You know, Ms. Streep, if 
you have any comments 
that you’d like to give me, 
any notes, I’d really appre- 
ciate them, and I thank you 
for them,” and she goes, 
“Oh yeah, you too.” And I’m 


thinking, “Oh, yeah, like 
I’m gonna turn around and 
say to Meryl Streep, ‘You 
know, Meryl, I really didn’t 
feel that last line?” Come 
on. It was a master class in 
acting to be with her in that 
movie. 


Q: | have vivid memories 
sitting in the back of my 
mom’s car and her listening 
to your CDs. | won’t ask you 
to pick a favorite song, but 
is there one with lyrics that 
are particularly special for 
you? 

A: It’s hard. But I think 
“Con los anos que me 
quedan,” which was the 
first song that I wrote with 
Emilio, that we co-wrote in 
the kitchen in our bath- 
robes. It kind of is the way 
we live our lives — every 
moment that we have left, 
I’m going to take advan- 
tage, and I’m going to show 
you how much I love you. 
SoI think it would have 

to be that song. Although, 
Ilove “Mi Tierra,” it’s my 
favorite to perform. 


Q: At this time in your life, 
what do you value most? 
A: Family, always. It’s still 
number one. The time I 
spend with my grandson 

is precious and sacred to 
me. My phone goes away. 

I make every opportunity 

I can. Just last weekend, I 
asked my son and daugh- 
ter-in-law if they’d let him 
come with me to the beach 
house. ... We just spent 
quality one-on-one time 

— him with his aunt (my 
daughter Emily) that he 
adores, and me with him 
and with her. I make as 
many of those moments as 
possible happen because 
you have to make it happen 
... you have to create it, you 
have to schedule it, you 
have to find the moment... 
Time is short. So I want to 
spend as much time as I can 
with my family doing what- 
ever we can together.

Combs accepts honor at BET Awards

With aspeech about his 
own inspirational dream 
for the Black commu- 
nity, Sean “Diddy” Combs 
channeled the spirit of 
the Rev. Martin Luther 
King Jr. while accepting 
the BET Awards’ high- 
est honor Sunday in Los 
Angeles.

Combs’ honor came on 
the same night when other 
big stars used the awards 
to strongly criticize the 
Supreme Court’s recent 
decision to strip away 
women’s constitutional 
protection for abortion. 

Singer Janelle Monae 
held up their middle finger 
toward the Supreme Court 
before introducing nomi- 
nees for best female R&B/ 
pop artist. Jazmine Sulli- 
van, the category’s winner, 
made a plea to men for 
their support of women. 
“Tf you’ve ever benefited 
from a woman making one 
of the toughest decisions of 
her life, which is to termi- 
nate a pregnancy, you need 
to be standing. This is not 
just a woman’s issue. This 
is everybody’s issue. We 
need your support more 
than ever.”

Songwriter Williams dies: 
Songwriter Kenneth “Ken” 
Williams — who wrote 

or co-wrote hundreds of 
tunes for an array of artists

The Main Ingredient’s hit 
“Everybody Plays the Fool” 
— has died at age 83. 

Williams died June 17 
following a long illness in 
New York, said his wife, 
actor and singer Mary 
Seymour Williams. 

During the last five 
decades, Williams added 
over 500 songs to his music 
catalogue. Williams, along 
with Rudy Clark and J.R. 
Bailey penned “Every- 
body Plays the Fool,” orig- 
inally recorded in 1972 
and covered by numerous 


artists. In recent years, 
Williams’ output has been 
sampled by artists such as 
Alicia Keys and Lil’ Wayne.

Dear Devastated: I havea 
blunt question for you: Are 
you going through a phase, 
or will you always be like 
this? I hope it’s a phase. 
Yes, you worry. Yes, 
you fret. But the role ofa 
grandparentis actually so 
simple: All you have to do 
is to love your grandchil- 
dren — exactly as they are, 
exactly as they present 
to you; through phases, 
representations or revela- 
tions — and through what- 
ever joys or challenges 
they encounter. 


Can you imagine the 
impact on this family if 
you just simply loved and 
accepted all of them, no 
matter what? 

You might not under- 
stand why your grandson 
would make the choice to 
go to the prom wearing 
what sounds like an amaz- 
ing outfit. But that sullen 
teenager left his bedroom, 
got dolled-up and took 
himself to the prom! 

(I wish I’d had an ounce 
of that kind of courage at 
his age.) 

Furthermore, his father 
is his ally! Give yourself 
credit for raising a man 
who is a good parent. 

This family is receiv- 
ing professional support 
(another very wise choice). 

Your only job here is to 
find a way around your 
own fears, and to relieve 
yourself of the burden to 
judge this family — and 
instead to love all of them, 
just as they are.

Q: I notice “The Price Is 
Right” is celebrating its 

5 Oth anniversary. Yet | 
have watched black-and- 
white reruns of the show, 
with Bill Cullen as the 
host, that are from the

A: According to “The 
Encyclopedia of TV 

Game Shows,’ “The Price 
Is Right” in its original 
form premiered in 1956 
and continued in vari- 

ous network and syndi- 
cated versions until 1964; 
Bill Cullen was the best- 
known host of that period. 
The show was then off 

the air until 1972 whena 
revamped version began 
both on CBS (where Bob 
Barker would host for the 
next 35 years) and in syndi- 
cation. Syndicated rendi- 
tions came and went over 
the following years, but the 
CBS version has been on 
the air continuously for 50 
years, with Drew Carey the 
current host. That is CBS’ 
rationale for a 50th anni- 
versary. 


Q: We watched the first 
episode of “Buried in 
Barstow” a few weeks ago. 
What happened to the 
second episode? Where 
and how can | see it? | hate 
being left hanging. It was a 
great show. 

A: The movie “Buried in 
Barstow,” which starred 
Angie Harmon as a former 
hitwoman being pulled 
back into her old life, 
certainly shocked a lot 

of readers when it ended 
with a set of cliffhangers 
and a “to be continued” 
note. But it is not the first 
episode ofa weekly TV 
series; instead, Lifetime 
months ago called it “the 
first installment” of a series 
of movies. There will be 

at least one more movie 
sometime down the road.

Culinary ace takes over sandwich shop

Chicago is a major food 
town, from pricey fine 
dining to modest neigh- 
borhood joints that hit 
the spot, and I don’t know 
that I’ve ever seen the 
sweaty, cacophonous 
kitchen dynamics of the 
latter so richly and lovingly 
portrayed as they are in 
“The Bear,” a darkly come- 
dic drama that takes its 
inspiration from a local 
staple: Mr. Beef. 

On the show, this Ital- 
ian beef sandwich shop in 
the River North neighbor- 
hood is simply called The 
Original Beef of Chicago- 
land. But the exterior shots 
certainly look as if they 
were shot at Mr. Beef. And 
acrew member told me 
that production designers 


all but rebuilt the interior of 


Mr. Beef on a soundstage. 

After watching all eight 
episodes, it might be one 
of my favorite shows of 
the year. (This is one of 
those FX productions for 
Hulu; it’s not airing on 
the cable channel, but the 
entire season is available 
on the streamer.) Front and 
center are the travails ofa 
young chef named Carmen 
“Carmy” Berzatto, who 
sometimes goes by the 
nickname Bear. Here’s a 
guy who madea name for 
himself in the fine-dining 
world and he’s very good. 
As in, James Beard and 
Food & Wine awards good. 
But now he’s back home 
in Chicago, running the 
family restaurant months 
after his brother Mikey 
killed himself. 

“The Bear” doesn’t 
sugarcoat the details, but 
trauma isn’t what comes 
to mind watching this 
collection of oddballs. The 
kitchen staff is thrown 
together by circumstance 
but something more begins 
to bind them together: The 
opportunity to be creative 
and still earn a paycheck. 
Creator Christopher Storer 
and co-showrunner Joanna 
Calo have wisely avoided 
ladling in romance or other

Q: What happened to the 
Rachel Maddow show that 
was aired daily?

Los Angeles” showrun- 
ner Scott R. Gemmill told 
Parade.com a while back. 
To be sure, Hetty has had 
an on-and-off run on the 
show, due in part to inju- 
ries Hunt suffered in an 
auto accident in 2018 and 


COVID-related precau- 
tions taken with Hunt, 
who is 77. But while Hetty 
had mysteriously disap- 
peared during the most 
recent, 13th season, she 
will be back in the 14th 
this fall, Gemmill said. He 
added: “We’ve pitted her 
alittle bit against Callen 
(Chris O’Donnell) in terms 
of what he went through 
as achild, so that’s some- 
thing we’re very eager to 
explore and have fun with. 
... This is probably the final 
step and the real reckon- 
ing with his mother figure, 
which in this case is Hetty.” 


Q: Who is the actor who 
played paramedic Pam 
Olbes in“ER”? 

A: That was Lyn Alicia 
Henderson. According 
to one reference, she was 
sometimes billed as Lynn 
A. Henderson and worked 
in almost 150 episodes 

of “ER” during its 1994- 
2009 run. She has also 
performed frequently in 
other series before and 
after “ER.”

soapy storylines to gum 
things up. This is a slice-of- 
life — raw, shabby, cacoph- 
onous, funny and beef-juice 
splattered — about the work 
of work. And specifically 
the ecosystem of a restau- 
rant kitchen where sharp 
elbows are the norm and 
everyone is talking over one 
another. 

Grief hangs over the 
place like a bad smell 
nobody wants to acknowl- 
edge and Carmy, played by 
“Shameless” alum Jeremy 
Allen White, is looking to 
metaphorically air things 
out with some new ideas 
of his own. Using his culi- 
nary expertise, he wants 
to up their game with a 
more gourmet approach: 
Ambitious flavors, farmer’s 
market produce and a stan- 
dardized organizational 
chart. 

First things first: Hire 
a sous chef. She arrives in 
the form of Sydney Adamu 
(Ayo Edebiri), who is 
smart, eager and a realist. 
She trained at the Culinary 
Institute of America and 
has worked in fine dining 
restaurants, but coming 


into the chaos that is The 
Original Beef of Chicago- 
land is like baptism by deep 
fryer. Carmy holds her to 
a higher standard, which 
creates all kinds of tension. 
They have terrific peer- 
to-peer chemistry that is 
tested time and again. 
There will be blood! And 
yelling! So much yelling! 
But there’s also camarade- 
rie and legitimate warmth 
threaded throughout the 
show. The quiet conver- 
sations out back during 
a lull. The intense focus 
on food prep (gorgeously 
shot; Storer and Calo are 
directors here as well). The 
thrilling jolt of creative 
collaboration and getting a 
new recipe just right. 
White is wonderfully 
disheveled in “The Bear,” 
putting his sad-eyed coun- 
tenance to good use as 
a guy with tremendous 
confidence in the kitchen 
but who’s fumbling every- 
where else. At this point, 
his family has been whit- 
tled down toa lovely but 
exasperated sister (Abby 
Elliott) and her perfectly 
dorky husband (Chris 


Witaske). 

There’s also longtime 
frenemy Richie (Ebon 
Moss-Bachrach) who is 
simultaneously awful and 
deeply loyal and the kind of 
guy who tells Carmy: “I do 
not care what you did up 
in Napa with your twee- 
zers and your foie gras — 
you got no idea what yer 
doin’ here!” He’s a dirtbag 
complete with dirty finger- 
nails, and although he and 
Carmy aren’t related, they 
call each other “cousin.” 

Aside from these two 
(and a hanger-on handy- 
man played by real-life 
Canadian chef Matty 
Matheson, who is also a 
co-producer), the kitchen 
is staffed primarily by 
Black and Latinx and 
Afro-Latinx people, which 
feels like an accurate and 
important detail about line 
cooks and dishwashers in 
many restaurants across 
the city. Not everyone in 
the kitchen gets a fleshed- 
out portrayal, but they all 
feel as if they are fully real- 
ized people with their own 
lives. 

Other key figures in the 


kitchen include longtime 
veteran Tina (Liza Colon- 
Zayas) who puts Sydney 
through the ringer before 
realizing, oh wait, these 
new recipes are legit and 
it’s pretty rewarding to 
make them. The sweet and 
curious Marcus (Lionel 
Boyce) is in charge of 
making the bread rolls but 
is inspired to become a 
full-on pastry chef under 
Carmy’s new plan. Other 
recognizable faces show 
up for more cameos: Joel 
McHale, Amy Morton, 
Oliver Platt. 

According to FX, the 
show’s creators aren’t 
Chicagoans. But the atten- 
tion to detail is notewor- 
thy, and it gives the show 
a palpable Chicago feel. 
What’s missing is any sense 
of what the shop’s regulars 
think of Carmy’s tinkering. 
And there’s a turn of events 
in the final episode involv- 
ing stashed money that 
doesn’t fully make sense. 

But the show’s approach 
to dark humor won me 
over. While catering a 
suburban birthday party for 
a family friend, an old man

supremacist James Alex 
Fields, who deliberately 
drove his car into acrowd

approaches Carmy and 
says: “Carmen, is that you? 
I thought you killed your- 
self?” Carmy pauses. “No, 
sir. That was my brother.” 
The old man shrugs and 
walks away. 

“The Bear” is a study of 
people coming together, 
sometimes begrudgingly, 
and how complicated that 
can be. It doesn’t always 
work out. This is ashow 
created by people who 
recognize that our lives are 
a group project. 

When regular people — 
not a special ops unit, or 
a group of superheroes — 
figure out a way to work 
toward a common goal? 
There’s nothing better. 

Author and activist Dean 
Spade once said: “What do 
I want to spend the rest of 
my life doing? Being fully 
alive, being with other 
people, being in it together, 
taking risks, being really, 
really caring (and) learning 
to love people even if they 
annoy me.” 

That’s “The Bear” ina 
nutshell.

‘Tt felt surreal’ 


After rise up draft boards, former UConn guard 
Martin is ready to make his mark in the league

Tyrese Martin sat alone with 
his thoughts in his childhood 
bedroom in Allentown, Pennsyl- 
vania., and tried to process the 
previous night’s events. 

The former UConn guard 
still couldn’t believe the Atlanta 
Hawks had traded for him 
after the Golden State Warriors 
selected him with the 51st overall 
pick in the second round of the 
NBA draft Thursday. 

“Tt felt surreal almost to hear 
my name,” Martin told The 
Courant. “After everything I had 
been through and overcame, 


every opportunity I took advan- 
tage of, just to sit back and see 
how far I’ve come, it was great.” 

Despite averaging a career- 
high 13.6 points and 7.5 rebounds 
while shooting 43% from 3 in the 
2021-22 season, Martin wasn’t on 
many draft boards in March. It 
was his post-collegiate play that 
drew the eyes of teams. 

He was named to the Ports- 
mouth Invitational all-tour- 
nament team, which led to an 
invitation to the NBA’s G League 
Elite Camp. After a stellar perfor- 
mance that included 13 points 
and 14 rebounds in a single

YANKEES 

Torres 
expected to 
miss at least 
2 games with 
wrist injury

NEW YORK — Gleyber 
Torres has had a resurgence. 
After two years of strug- 
gles, the second baseman has 
returned to the position where 
he seems more comfortable 
and has rediscovered a swing 
that works for him. So watching 
him leave Sunday’s game with 
a turned ankle was obviously 
concerning. 

Aaron Boone was optimis- 
tic after the game. The Yankees 
manager said he thought they 
“dodged a bullet” with the 
ankle. Monday afternoon, 
however, Boone revealed that 
Torres has been dealing with a 
sore right wrist for a couple of 
weeks, and they decided now 
would be a good time for him 
to get a cortisone shot. He was 
expected to miss Monday and 
Tuesday’s games. 

“Gleyber’s ankle is doing 
well,” Boone said before Monday 
night’s series opener against 
the A’s at Yankee Stadium. “He 
rolled a little bit, but not such 
a big deal but he did have an 
MRI on his wrist that’s kind of 
just been bugging him a little 
bit lately. Came back structur- 
ally good. Had a little inflam- 
mation in there, so he actually 
got a cortisone shot today so 
that’ll knock him out for today 
and tomorrow, swinging the 
bat-wise anyway, but he’s fine.” 

The Yankees, who have had 
an extra infielder all season, are 
well-prepared for these things. 
DJ LeMahieu, who was playing 
second base Monday, is a natu- 
ral second baseman and obvi- 
ously doesn’t change the lineup 
much. He hasbeen playing a lot 
of third base to rest 36-year-old 
Josh Donaldson. Monday night 
was his 19th start at second. He 
also had eight starts at first base. 
Matt Carpenter has extensive 
experience at third base to help 
maintain the Donaldson rota- 
tion — which is two games in 
the field, then a day as DH — 
and Marwin Gonzalez can also 
play third or second base. 

It’s hard to imagine if you just 
watched the last two years, but 
Torres missing games is a hit 
to the Yankees’ offense. After 
two years of struggles at the 
plate, what the Yankees would 
miss is Torres’ bat. He’s hitting 
.250/.302/.487 with 13 homers 
and 32 RBIs. 

So the wrist, which he had 
wrapped a couple of weeks ago 
and has been icing after games, 
has not really bothered him that 
much. 

“Tt’s been the last couple of 
weeks. I think he had it taped 
up a couple of weeks ago, so 
it’s just been kind of lingering, 
nothing that’s kept them out of 
lineup obviously,” Boone said. 
“But I think with him rolling 
the ankle last night is like, all 
right, let’s get an image and see 
if we can knock this out and 
don’t expect to be anything that 
lingers too much.” 

Torres was embarrassed by 
his last two seasons. He showed 
up at the Yankees’ player devel- 
opment complex about two

Travelers still the place for big crowds 
and young golfers to make a splash

CROMWELL — Michael Thor- 
bjornsen missed his birdie putt, 
then tapped in for par at 18 and the 
crowd gathered around the amphi- 
theater at the TPC River High- 
lands began to swell in volume. 
Thorbjornsen, a quiet teenager, 
walked over to his best friend and 
caddie, Drew Cohen, for a hug, 
then walked off, waving his club 
and tipping his hat. 

“It’s surreal,” Thorbjornsen said. 
“I can’t even... it’s better than how 
I dreamt about it.” 

For a time in Sunday’s final 
round of the Travelers Champion- 
ship, it looked as if Thorbjornsen, 
a sophomore at Stanford, might 
make major history. After an eagle 
on the sixth hole and four bird- 
ies, he was one shot off the lead, 
in contention to become the first 
amateur to win on the PGA Tour 
since Phil Mickelson in 1991. 

Then he hit a bunker on No. 12 
and the water on 13, bogeying both 
holes. He finished 15-under par, 
four strokes back from the winner, 
Xander Schauffele, and the best 
finish by an amateur at Connecti- 
cut’s PGA Tour stop since Jim 
Grant tied for sixth in 1966. Scot- 
tie Scheffler, the No. 1 player in the 
world, finished at 10 under, and No. 
2 Rory McIlroy was at 9 under. 

“It was overwhelming, but 
it was just overwhelming joy,” 
Cohen said. “Just to see my best 
friend, who is just an unbelievably

talented player but a better person, 
just walking off that 18th green 
and getting everybody’s support. 
I know we didn’t get to the top of 
the leaderboard, but I hope he won 
alot of people’s hearts.” 

And Thorbjornsen did win 
hearts, as young golfers often do at 
the Travelers. 

“I wish I knew what the formula 
for that is, because it makes for good 
drama, good viewership,” tourna- 


ment director Nathan Grube said. 
“We obviously try real hard to get 
those top young players here. We 
do alotofresearch. We have agroup 
that looks into the next generation 
of players. Then, what is so cool 
about our fans, they embrace it. The 
cheers Michael was getting on the 
18th green as he was finishing up, 
he’ll never forget that. When he did 
what he did, people were behind 
him and he felt that” 


Thorbjornsen and Cohen, both 
from Wellesley, Massachusetts, 
have been friends since seventh 
grade, their mothers getting them 
together since they both loved golf. 
Cohen, a personal finance major 
at Wisconsin, considered trying to 
walk on to the team there. Instead, 
he’s riding shotgun, learning the 
game and providing support — just 
acouple of college kids on an excel- 
lent summer adventure. 

“He asked me to hop on his bag 
last summer,” Cohen said. “Just 
to be standing in front [of report- 
ers], talking about this moment, 
it is surreal as he calls it. We had 
a chance. We really, really had a 
chance, and just to have a taste of 
that, it shows how much we want 
it, how much he wants it. He’s such 
a hard worker, and he deserves 
everything he has.” 

The pair were rushing to catcha 
flight to London to play in a British 
Open qualifier. When the summer 
is over, Thorbjornsen, a second- 
team All-American who turns 21 
in September, will return for his 
junior year at Stanford. Like most 
of the young golfers who make a 
name for themselves at the TPC, 
Thorbjornsen plans to return. 

“The hospitality here is amaz- 
ing,” he said. “Love the course, love 
the way it fits my game. I will defi- 
nitely come back here.”

What to know about 
Max Scherzer 


Scherzer, 37, is an eight-time 
All-Star, three-time Cy Young 
Award winner, a member of the 
world champion Washington 
Nationals in 2019 and a likely 
future Hall-of-Famer. His career 
record is 195-98 with 3.15 ERA 
and 3,079 strikeouts in 15 seasons. 
The three-year contract he signed 
with the Mets as a free agent last 
December has an annual value 
of $43.3 million, the highest in 
history. He is 5-1 with a 2.54 ERA 
this season but left a game with 
an oblique strain in May and has 
been out six weeks. This figures 
to be Scherzer’s last rehab start 
before rejoining the Mets, who 
have held on to first place during 
his absence. Scherzer will probably 
throw about 80 pitches, four or five 


innings, then be replaced by Butto, 
who would normally have been the 
Rumble Ponies starter. 


Yard Goats restart 


The Yard Goats are starting over 
for the second half. Tovar is hitting 
.320 with 13 home runs, 47 RBIs 
and 17 steals in 20 attempts and 
seems destined to play shortstop 
for the Rockies soon. First baseman 
Michael Toglia leads Hartford with 
14 homers.

The crowd 


Helped by almost perfect 
weather, the crowds at the Trav- 
elers returned to pre-pandemic 
levels, when rough estimates were 
well over 200,000 for the week. 
The tournament doesn’t release 
attendance numbers. 

“I can say our merchandise 
numbers were up, our conces- 
sion numbers were up, advance 
ticket sales were up,” Grube said. 
“All three of those metrics trans- 
lated to an increase in the charity 
numbers.”

Bogaerts, Devers lose 
ground in All-Star voting

When it comes to All-Star 
Game voting, Xander Bogaerts is 
deserving of more love. 

The Red Sox shortstop leads 
the American League in most 
offensive categories at his posi- 
tion and has continued to be a 
fixture on a team that now leads 
the wild card standings. But when 
MLB released its latest All-Star 
voting update Monday, Bogaerts 
remained in third (822,019 votes) 
among shortstops, trailing Toron- 
to’s Bo Bichette (1,084,794) and 
losing ground on Chicago’s Tim 
Anderson (844,921). 

Bogaerts, last season’s All-Star 
starter, leads AL shortstops in 
average (.330), OBP (.399), slug- 
ging (475) and OPS (.874), among 
several other categories entering 
this week’s series against the Blue 
Jays in Toronto. But he must be 
among the top two vote-getters at 
shortstop to advance to Phase 2 of 
fan voting, which will decide who 


starts. Phase 1 concludes Thurs- 
day. 

Rafael Devers (1,185,906 votes), 
who led the voting at third base 
last week, fell behind Cleveland’s 
Jose Ramirez (1,219,704) in the 
new update. But both players look 
like locks to make the next phase, 
where the two early MVP candi- 
dates will battle for the start. 

J.D. Martinez fell from third 
to fourth in voting at DH, while 
Trevor Story is fifth at second 
base. 


Extra bases: The Red Sox placed 
Tanner Houck and Jarren Duran 
on the restricted list Monday.

# Royals, Mariners: The 
Royals traded slugger 
Carlos Santana and nearly 
$4.3 million to the Mariners 
for right-handers Wyatt 
Mills and William Fleming 
on Monday, clearing the 
way for the Royals to bring 
up hot prospect Vinnie 
Pasquantino . The Royals 
optioned Mills, a 27-year-old 
veteran, to Triple-A Omaha 
while designating right- 
hander Ronald Bolafios for 
assignment. Fleming was 
assigned to Class-A Quad 
Cities. The Royals agreed 
to send $4,269,231 to the 
Mariners, leaving them to 
pay just $1.5 million of the 
remainder of Santana’s 
salary in the second year 
of a two-year, $17.5 million 
contract. After hitting 19 
homers in 158 games for 
the Royals last season, and 
providing some veteran 
leadership to a team going 
through a long and difficult 
rebuild, the 36-year-old first 
baseman is hitting just .216 
with four homers through 
52 games this season. This 
is the second time Santana 
has been with the Mariners, 
though the first stint lasted 
a mere 10 days. He was 
acquired along with J.P. 
Crawford from the Phillies 
for infielder Jean Segura, 
right-hander Juan Nicasio, 
and left-hander James 
Pazos on Dec. 3, 2018; the 
Mariners then traded him 
away as part ofa three-team 
deal with the Guardians 
and Rays. This time should 
be different as the 36-year- 
old gives the Mariners a 
useful switch-hitter and 
an option at first base with 
leading hitter Ty France 
on the injured list with an 
elbow injury. Santana has 
been the primary first base- 
man for the Royals and has 
been better at the plate 
over the past month with a 
.357 batting averaging and 


a 1.032 OPS in June. The 
Mariners also are receiving 
$4,269,231 from the Royals 
to offset Santana’s remaining 
contract, with $1.5 million 
paid by the Mariners. With 
the Royals last in the AL 
Central at 26-45 heading 
into Monday night’s game 
against the Rangers, and 
Santana nearing the end of 
his contract, it was prudent 
for the Royals to clear the 
way for Pasquantino to 
begin his big league career. 
The 24-year-old was hitting 
.280 with 18 homers at 
Omaha, and was among the 
Triple-A leaders in extra- 
base hits, runs, homers and 
slugging percentage. 

@ Cardinals: RHP Jack 
Flaherty and OF Harrison 
Bader were placed on the 
injured list. Flaherty was 
placed on the 15-day IL 
with aright shoulder strain. 
He left Sunday’s start after 
throwing two scoreless 
innings. The 26-year-old 
missed the first 64 games of 
the season while recover- 
ing from shoulder surgery. 
He has made three starts 
and not pitched more than 
three innings in any one. 
Bader, a gold glove winner, 
was placed on the 10-day IL 
with planter fasciitis in his 
right foot. He’s been dealing 
with the injury since spring 
training. 

@ Mets: RHP Tyler Megill 
will be out until at least 
mid-August, with the Mets 
moving him to the 60-day 
IL. The 26-year-old was put 
on the 15-day IL on June 17 
because of a strained right 
shoulder, joining aces Jacob 
deGrom and Max Scherzer.

Barrier-breaking QB Briscoe dies 


es Marlin Briscoe, who became the first 
i ‘ Black starting quarterback in the 
American Football League more than 
50 years ago, died Monday. Briscoe, 76, 
died of pneumoniaat a hospital in Cali- 
fornia. He had been hospitalized with 
circulation issues in his legs. Briscoe 
was a star quarterback for Omaha 
University before the Broncos drafted him as a corner- 
back in 1968. Briscoe told the team he’d return home to 
become a teacher if he couldn’t get a tryout at quarter- 
back. The Broncos agreed to an audition, and the 5-foot- 
10 dynamo nearly rallied the team to victory as a reserve 
against the Boston Patriots on Sept. 29 before earning the 
historic start Oct. 6. Briscoe started five games that season. 
He was runner-up for AFL rookie of the year after passing 
for 1,589 yards and 14 TDs and rushing for 308 yards and 
three scores. The Broncos didn’t give Briscoe a chance to 
compete for the QB job in 1969, and didn’t offer an expla- 
nation. Briscoe went on the play for the Bills, earning a trip 
to the Pro Bowl as a receiver in 1970, and won two Super 
Bowls asa receiver with the Dolphins. —News services

MacKinnon’s moment 


Avs star elevated his game 
to tip scales in Cup victory

TAMPA, Fla. — Andrew Cogliano 
shouted at Nathan MacKinnon in the 
midst of the Avalanche’s Stanley Cup 
celebration. 

“87!” he bellowed. 

It was a reference to the final two 
numbers of MacKinnon’s hotel room, 
which the Avalanche’s star forward 
thought was a great omen when he 
checked in ahead of Sunday night’s 
Game 6 in Tampa. Sidney Crosby, like 
MacKinnon a native of Cole Harbour, 
Nova Scotia, is known for being No. 87. 

Now MacKinnon is a Stanley Cup 
champion, just like Crosby. 

“We just felt like it was fate,” MacK- 
innon said. “We just knew we were 
going to win when I got that room 
number.” 

Fate didn’t help MacKinnon sneak 
a perfect shot past 2021 playoff MVP 
Andrei Vasilevskiy for the Avalanche’s 
first goal or help him set up Artturi 
Lehkonen for the second. And fate 
didn’t make him slide his body in front 
of shots to keep them from getting to 
the net or take a big hit from Lightning 
captain Steven Stamkos that knocked 
him to the ice. 

No, it was skill and sheer determi- 
nation for a player seeking a champi- 
onship that had eluded him for several 
years amid playoff disappointments. 
He wasat his best in the Cup-clinching 
2-1 victory Sunday night. After a rela- 
tively quiet performance in the series 
until that point, MacKinnon picked the 


perfect time to be a difference-maker 
and drove the bus for the Avalanche. 

General manager Joe Sakic, who 
drafted MacKinnon with the first pick 
in 2013, said this means everything to 
his first-line center. 

“He’s one of the best players in the 
world, and he wanted this more than 
anyone, and you can tell,” Sakic said. 
“He’s open about it how much he 
wants to win, and I was really proud 
for him. He’s been tremendous right 
from when he started as a rookie. He’s 
gotten better and better every year. A 
dynamic player, and you saw it today. 
He checked as hard as when he had 
the puck.” 

MacKinnon at times played like a 
man possessed during this run, lead- 
ing the Avalanche with 13 goals, tied 
for the playoff lead. 

“The maturity of his game over the 
last couple of seasons and in going 
through what we went through in the 
playoffs last year has kind of driven 
him to a different point this year,” 
coach Jared Bednar said. “He has a 
better understanding and a growing 
understanding of everything that’s 
happening around him and that other 
guys play an important role in our 
team’s success and it doesn’t have to 
always just come back on him.” 

MacKinnon blazed and bulldozed 
through and dangled around plenty of 
opponents to win his first champion- 
ship, adding a goal in the title-clinch- 
ing win. 

“Nate’s like a bull in a china shop,” 
said Lightning coach Jon Cooper, 
whose team came two victories away 
from the NHL's first three-peat since 
in the early 1980s. “He plays the power 
game. He’s kind of got that double- 


edged sword because he’s really fast 
and he’s really strong, so it’s hard to 
neutralize him when you really let 
him go.” 

The Avalanche unleashed MacKin- 
nonon the Predators, Blues and Oilers 
before that — sweeping the Predators 
in the first round and the Oilers in the 
Western Conference final sandwiched 
around beating the rival Blues in six. 

And then came the Lightning, who 
were vanquished in a terrific series 
that saw four one-goal games (two won 
by the Avalanche in overtime) and a 
blowout win for each team. 

At the end, the Avalanche had the 
Cup and MacKinnon this time didn’t 
have to answer questions about what 
went wrong or whether he’d need to 
change his approach to win in the play- 
offs. 

Instead of doing that, MacKinnon 
ratcheted up his game. Even before 
he scored his first goal of the final, he 
danced around defenders with moves 
more reminiscent of video game 
hockey than real life. 

Facing noted Lightning shutdown 
center Anthony Cirelli in the final, 
MacKinnon was more than up to the 
challenge. 

“He embraces some of those match- 
ups,” Bednar said. “Nate, he’s not afraid 
or intimidated to go against anybody.” 

As a result, MacKinnon now trails 
Crosby by two Stanley Cup titles, 
giving the 26-year-old even more to 
shoot for beyond this championship. 

“It’s crazy;’ MacKinnon said. “Can’t 
wait to hug my family. It’s hard to 
describe. I didn’t really know what it 
would be like to actually win it, just 
seeing all these warriors battle, it just 
feels unbelievable.” 


In opener, Djokovic 
shows a little rust

WIMBLEDON, England — Novak Djokovic’s play was 
not particularly, well, Djokovic-esque, at Wimbledon on 
Monday. 

Even he acknowledged as much. 

He got broken early and trailed 3-1 as he began his bid for 
a fourth consecutive championship and seventh overall at 
the grass-court Grand Slam tournament. He recovered to 
take that set, then dropped the next. He slipped and fell to 
the grass. He accumulated 
more unforced errors than 
his opponent. Maybe he 
was abit under the weather; 
he grabbed tissues from a 
black box on the sideline 
and blew his nose. Maybe 
he was simply a bit off, not 
having played a match that 
mattered in nearly a full 
month. 

This, though, is the 
top-seeded Djokovic, and 
there’s a reason he extended 
his winning streak at the All 
England Club to 22, and his 
career victory total there to 
80 — making him the first player in tennis history with at 
least that many at each major — by beating Kwon Soon- 
woo of South Korea 6-3, 3-6, 6-3, 6-4 at Centre Court under 
the retractable roof. 

And there’s a reason that friends of the wife of Kwon’s 
coach, Daniel Yoo, held up decorated signs in a player guest 
box bearing Korean messages that Yoo said meant “Fight!” 
and “Don’t get hurt!” 

So Kwon walked on court jittery. But after just two 
games, the 81st-ranked Kwon said through Yoo’s transla- 
tion, “I felt like, ‘Oh, this is doable. ... 1 can hang with him 
alittle bit” 

With the exception of a loss for No. 7 seed Hubert 
Hurkacz, a semifinalist at the All England Club ayear ago, 
Day 1 signaled a fairly routine return to pre-pandemic 
normal, with capacity crowds, zero masks, the Wimble- 
don Queue in full effect and, of course, on-and-off-and- 
on-again showers. 

Hurkacz, coming offa grass title over the weekend, lost 
7-6 (4), 6-4, 5-7, 2-6, 7-6 (10-8) to Alejandro Davidovich 
Fokina in a match that featured Wimbledon’s new final- 
set format: women’s third sets and men’s fifth sets that get 
to 6-all will go to a first-to-10-and-win-by-two tiebreaker. 

Two-time champion Andy Murray’s 4-6, 6-3, 6-2, 6-4 
win over James Duckworth came at Centre Court and 
followed another triumph there by a British major title 
winner, reigning U.S. Open champ Emma Raducanu. 

“From the moment I walked out through those gates, 
I could really just feel the energy and the support and 
everyone was behind me,” the 19-year-old Raducanu said 
after defeating Alison Van Uytvanck 6-4, 6-4. “I just really 
tried to cherish every single point out there. Played every 
point like it could have been one of my last on that court.” 

Djokovic, a35-year-old from Serbia, hadn’t played since 
losing to rival Rafael Nadal in the French Open quarterfi- 
nals and it seemed to show. Kwon’s piercing, flat ground- 
strokes and soft drop shots were effective for stretches. 

“T did not start, or did not play, at my best,” said Djokovic, 
whose 20 Slam trophies are tied with Roger Federer for 
the second-most in men’s tennis history behind Nadal’s 22. 
“But I think when I needed to find the right shots, I did. 
My serve got me out of trouble. I know I can do better”

Griner ordered to 
stand trial Friday 


Mercury star’s detention 
in Russia extended 6 months

MOSCOW — Shackled and looking wary, 
WNBA star Brittney Griner was ordered to 
stand trial Friday by a court near Moscow 
on cannabis possession charges, about 
4 % months after her arrest at an airport 
while returning to play for a Russian team. 

The Mercury center and two-time 
US. Olympic gold medalist also was ordered 
to remain in custody for the duration of her 
criminal trial. Griner could face 10 years in 
prison if convicted on charges of large-scale 
transportation of drugs. Fewer than 1% of 
defendants in Russian criminal cases are 
acquitted, and unlike in the U.S., acquittals 
can be overturned. 

At Monday’s closed-door preliminary 
hearing at the court in the Moscow suburb 
of Khimki, Griner’s detention was extended 
for another six months. Photos obtained by 
The AP showed the 31-year-old in handcuffs 
and looking straight ahead, unlike a previ- 
ous court appearance where she kept her 
head down and covered with a hood. 

Her detention and trial come at an 
extraordinarily low point in Moscow-Wash- 
ington relations. She was arrested at 
Sheremetyevo International Airport less 
than a week before Russia sent troops into 
Ukraine, which aggravated already-high 
tensions with sweeping sanctions by the 
United States and Russia’s denunciation of 
U.S. weapon supplies to Ukraine. 

Amid the tensions, Griner’s support- 
ers had taken a low profile in hopes of a 
quiet resolution, until May, when the State 
Department reclassified her as wrongfully 


detained and shifted oversight of her case 
to its special presidential envoy for hostage 
affairs — effectively the U.S. government’s 
chief negotiator. 

Griner’s wife, Cherelle, urged President 
Joe Biden in May to secure her release, call- 
ing her “a political pawn.” 

Her supporters have encouraged a pris- 
oner swap like the one in April that brought 
home Marine veteran Trevor Reed in 
exchange for a Russian pilot convicted of 
drug trafficking conspiracy. 

Russian news media have repeat- 
edly raised speculation that she could be 
swapped for Russian arms trader Viktor 
Bout, nicknamed “The Merchant of Death,” 
who’s serving a 25-year sentence on convic- 
tion of conspiracy to kill U.S. citizens and 
providing aid to a terrorist organization. 

Russia has agitated for Bout’s release for 
years. But the discrepancy between Griner’s 
case — she allegedly was found in posses- 
sion of vape cartridges containing cannabis 
oil — and Bout’s global dealings in deadly 
weapons could make such a swap unpalat- 
able to the US. 

Others have suggested that she could 
be traded in tandem with Paul Whelan, a 
former Marine and security director serving 
al6-year sentence on an espionage convic- 
tion that the United States has repeatedly 
described as a set-up. 

USS. Secretary of State Antony Blinken, 
asked Sunday on CNN whether ajoint swap 
of Griner and Whelan for Bout was being 
considered, sidestepped the question. 

“As a general proposition ... I have got 
no higher priority than making sure that 
Americans who are being illegally detained 
in one way or another around the world 
come home,” he said. But “I can’t comment 
in any detail on what we’re doing, except to 
say this is an absolute priority.”

Suit alleges Texans enabled Watson

The Texans had been told that their 
former quarterback Deshaun Watson was 
sexually assaulting and harassing women 
during massage sessions, but instead of 
trying to stop him, the team provided him 
with resources to enable his actions and 
“turned a blind eye” to his behavior, accord- 
ing to a lawsuit filed Monday. 

The lawsuit against the team was filed in 
Houston by one of the 24 women who had 
previously sued Watson over allegations 
of sexual misconduct when he played for 
the Texans. Last week, the women’s attor- 
ney, Tony Buzbee, announced 20 of the 24 
lawsuits have been settled. 

Watson, who was later traded to the 
Browns, has denied any wrongdoing and 
vowed to clear his name. Watson is facing 
discipline from the NFL over the alle- 
gations. He’s set to have a hearing this 
week with NFL disciplinary officer Sue L. 
Robinson, who will decide if the 26-year- 
old violated the league’s personal conduct 
policy. Robinson is expected to rule before 
the Browns open training camp late next 
month. 

In their lawsuits, the women accused 
Watson of exposing himself, touching 
them with his penis or kissing them against 
their will during massage appointments. 
One woman alleged Watson forced her to 
perform oral sex. 

The lawsuit against the Texans accuses 
the team and some of its employees of 
having been told or being aware of Watson’s 
troubling behavior. Joni Honn, the owner 
of a massage company that was contracted 
with the Texans, told police investigators 
that her therapists were aware of Watson’s 
“known tendency to push boundaries 
during massage sessions,” according to the 
lawsuit. 

Honn told the Texans, including the 
team’s head trainer, that Watson was reach- 
ing out to random women on Instagram for 
massages in early 2020, according to the 
lawsuit. 

Magen Weisheit, another massage ther- 
apist who worked with the Texans, told 
Houston police investigators she and others 
were well aware of Watson’s conduct during 


massage sessions. When Weisheit learned 
of the allegations made against Watson by 
awoman who filed the first lawsuit against 
him, she wrote in a text to the woman’s 
former co-worker that she could reach out 
to the team’s player personnel person but 
“they don’t do much about the situation 
though,” according to the lawsuit. 

The woman’s lawsuit alleges the Texans 
provided Watson with various resources, 
including rooms at a Houston hotel, 
massage tables and anon-disclosure agree- 
ment the women were told to sign, that 
allowed the quarterback “to further his 
misconduct with women by turning the 
massage sessions into something sexual.” 

The Texans are also accused of having 
their head of security remove from the 
internet an Instagram video from Novem- 
ber 2020 in which a woman had detailed 
alleged misconduct by Watson during 
massage sessions with her. 

In March, two separate Texas grand 
juries declined to indict him on criminal 
complaints stemming from the allegations.

The Canucks 
made a move in the 1999 draft to make sure 
they could get Henrik and Daniel with the 
second and third picks, and their chemistry 
was well known throughout careers that 
ended in 2018.

scrimmage game, he was one of the 
seven players chosen from the camp 
to participate in the NBA Combine. 

By mid-June, draft experts consid- 
ered him a sleeper pick and projected 
late second round in some mock drafts. 
By the end of Thursday night, he was 
the only Big East player drafted. 

“T wasn’t one of those that was on 
the draft board projected to be drafted, 
but I always believed in myself,” 
Martin said. “I always bet on myself. 
Every opportunity post-college, I took 
advantage of it. I knew what was at 
stake at that time in my life. 

“I was getting right there in that 
moment where you either have to doit 
now, or it’s going to be a different route 
T have to take. I made things happen 
to put myself in a great position to get 
drafted on draft night.” 

The UConn coaching staff felt 
Martin was an NBA player early into 
last season. 

“For me, it was going back to the 
Bahamas and the way that he played 
against high-level players,” said 
UConn assistant coach Luke Murray. 
“The Auburn game, the Michigan 
State game, the play he makes against 
Michigan State where he switches out 
on ascreen, blocks the shot and goes 
down on the other end and dunks it. 
That’s the type of play you see NBA 
wing players make. 


“I was always surprised he didn’t 
have alittle more attention from NBA 
people throughout the course of the 
year and even within his own confer- 
ence. He wasn’t named to an All-Big 
East team which was surprising to all 
of us.” 

Out of the three teams most inter- 
ested in him (Orlando Magic, San 
Antonio Spurs and the Hawks), only 
Atlanta worked out Martin. 

“T didn’t expect it [to be drafted], 
but I knew they [the Hawks] were 
interested in me,” he said. 

Though Martin was the only Husky 
drafted, his former teammates also 
received some opportunities. Forward 
Isaiah Whaley agreed to an Exhibit-10 
(nonguaranteed) contract with the 
Charlotte Hornets, while guard R.J. 
Cole will play on the Los Angeles 
Lakers’ NBA Summer League team. 

“It means a lot,’ said Martin regard- 
ing his former teammates receiving 
contracts. “Those are guys I was in the 
trenches with in the summers and not 
going home.
